THE GRADE CROSSING COMMISSION RE 

PORT.— TWO STREET RAILWAY LOCA- 
TIONS GRANTED. 

Tho board of aldermen met Monday 
evening, Miyor Fenno presiding, and all 
tho members present except Alderman 
Bothfeld. 

The Grade Crossing Commission made 
thoir report, which was submitted with- 
out reading, slips being furnished to 
each alderman, and a summary of it is 
given elsewhere. 

City Engineer Noyes made his report 
on the widening of Washington street. 
Tho oust of widening to 75 feet, exclu- 
sive of land damages, was estimated at 
$07,800; and to 100 foet, $130,000. 

PETITIONS. 

C. A. Harrington asked for license to 
build lumber storage shed 55x20 feet on 
Crafts street.. 

Residents of Wards One and Seven 
petitioned to have better drainage of the 
Woodward estate ou Church ami Centre 
streets, and of portions of Church street 
near the planing mill, as cellars had been 
flooded tho past season and the present 
drains were stated to be insufficient to 
carry off the water even with the new 
sub-drains connected with the sewers. 
It was signed by L. E. Coffin, Johu S. 
Potter and others. 

.John A. Newton was granted license to 
move a building from Margin to Curve 
street, as Alderman Hunt said the re- 
moval could bo managed without inter- 
ference with trees. 

The highway committee reported iu 
favor of accepting Eliot avenue from 
Waltham street easterly, and a heating 
was appointed for Juno 5 before the 
aldermen and June 12 before tho com- 
mon council, both at 7.45 p. m. 

M. O. Rice asked for crosswalk at 
corner of Homor and Ceutro streets. 

John Johnson aud 30 others asked to 
have tho sidewalks on Station street 
graded and covered with gravel. 

The Newton *fc Boston Street Railway 
Co. asked to have their location ou 
Homer street from Cedar to Waluut 
changed from the center to tho side of 
the street, and a hearing was appointed 
for May 14 at 8 p. m. 

Au order was presented for the widen- 
ing of Lincoln street from Walnut to 
Hartford street, and hearings wore ap 
pointed for Juue 5 and June 12, at 7.45 
p. m. 

The quarterly report of the overseers 
of the poor was received and referred. 

Ou recommendation of Chief Bixby, 
L. L. Cook of Hose 5 was discharged for 
neglect of duty. 

Heariugs were given on taking land 
for sewers on Gay street, Clafiin place, 
Hillside Terrace, Green street, Greeu 
court and private way off California 
street, but no one objected and tho hear- 
ings were closed. 

Alderman Rolfe presented a batch of 
junk and wagon licenses which were 
granted. 

Thomas L. Williams gave notice of in- 
tention to build bouse 28x31 ou Haw- 
thorne street; E. M. Thayer, house 33x42 
on Walnut corner of Lowell street. 

F. B Sisson asked for license to build 
stnble 14x17 feet on Washington street, 
Ward 2. 

N. C. Whittaker and Geo. W. Shinn 
asked tor concrete walks ou Hunuewell 
avenue and Linder Terrace. 

A. II. Fewkes was granted license to 
move building from Hyde street to Cen- 
tre street. 

J. II. Mitchell was granted license to 
build barn 38x30 feet on Oak street, 
Ward 5. 

Arthur J. Jones asked for concrete 
walk on Franklin stieet. 

Geo. T. Ganison and others asked for 
concrete walk across Fairview Terrace 
confer of Chestnut street 

E. H. Ferry and others asked for fire 
alarm statiou at the corner of Prince 
aud Berkeley streets. 

A. H. Harriugtun was grauted license 
for two hacks, J. H. Carpenter, two;S. 
L. Pratt, six, aud S. P. Whitman, one. 

II. S. Crowell and Frank A. Day were 
appointed auctioneers. 

Jacob Enrich was grauted license for 
band of street musicians. 

Ellen E. Wiswall of Newtou was grant- 
ed license for intelligence office. 

Thomas F. Kelley & Co. of Nonantum 
were giautcd a sixth class liquor license. 

Horace Couseus was grauted license to 
erect block on Station street. 

E. A. Leveridge was grauted license to 
build stable on Watertown street and O. 
C. Ryan was g anted license for stable. 

H. W. Crowell was granted license to 
build wagon shed ou Church street. 

The highway committee reported iu 
favor of laying out aud accepting Ediu- 
boro street from Watertown to Lowell 
street, under the betterment act, aud 
hearings were appointed for Juue 5 aud 
12 . 

CHESTNUT IlILL SEWER. 

John Lowell aud other residents of 
Chestnut Jlill asked that the town of 
Btookliue be allowed to build sewer ou 
Middlesex Road, ou a private way, aud 
on Chestnut Hill Road, to connect parts 
of Brookline, and the selectmen of 
Brookline petitioned to the same effect. 

There was some discussion over the 
matter and City Engineer Noyes ex- 
plained that the Brookline authorities 
had met Newtou in a friendly manner, 
aud certain pai ls of Chestnut Hill would 
tiud their natural outlet through the 
Brookline sewer, aud that ariangeiueuts 
were being nude to that end. 

Au order was parsed gi anting the peti- 
tion, the sewer i » be laid with the ap- 
proval of the Newton committee ou 
sowi-is, and a provision added that the 
Newtou abuttois should be allowed to 
connect with the sewer. 

TWO MORE STREET RAILWAYS. 

Aldeunau Koffe for the street railway 
committee reported iu favor of granting 
a location to the Newtonville & Water- 
town street railway, ou Waluut aud 
Watertowu stieets, and the report was 
accepted aud the location grauted under 
the usual conditions. 

The Wellesley A Boston street railway 
location was also grauted ou Margin 
street from Highland to Wasbiugtou, and 
on Washington street from the railroad 
ciossiug to the Wellesley liue, the loca- 
tion being changed from the east side of 
the street, to which so many objected, to 
the westerley si he of the street. 

MOVING A li FILLING. 

A hearing was granted to the remou- 
•tiants against giving a license to K. II. 
Tarbell to moving a building Horn 
Li uiol u street to Erie avenue. 

B. If'. Bu'ler, Jr., anpeaied foi the re- 
monstrants aud said that Erie avenue 
was only 27 feet from one edge of the 
coucrete walk to the other, while the 
building was 32 feet 1 inch, aud with the 
hay.wiudow 35 feet 1 inch. There was 


only 30 feet (1 inches between the branch- 
es of the trees, and the moving would 
damage them. Erie avenue wn- also now 
having good buildings plaoed upon it, and 
the residents objected to having an old 
building moved there. The last house 
moved along tho street did a groat deal 
of damage. 

Mr. Butler also said that the trolley 
wires would have to be cut to allow the 
building to pass, but Mayor Feiulo said 
that was of no importance as it always 
was done in such cases. 

Mr. Tarbell said be should take off the 
bay window, and the building would not 
interfere with tho shade trees in any 
way, as they were set back from the 
street He should move it back from 
Lincoln street to Bowdoin across private 
propert v and only 400 feet down Erie 
avenue.' He said be was wilhug to leave 
tho nutter to the Improvement Associa- 
tion of the Highlands. 

Tno hearing was closed and the license 
was grauted. 

The grade crossing commission were 
authorized to expend $450 iu haying 1000 
copies of their report printed, after 
which the board adjourned. 


FAVOR RAISING THE TRAC KS. 

COMMISSION’S PLAN TO ABOLISH GRADE 
CROSSINGS. 

At the meeting of the Newton alder- 
men, Mouday evening, tho special com- 
mission of civil engineers, comprising A. 
F. Noyes, C. A. Allen and George S. Rice 
preseuted its report ou tho Boveral plans 
proposed for separating the grade cross- 
ings of the Boston & Albany railroad iu 
Newton. 

The Langford plan is first considered, 
that of the removal of the B. & A. tracks 
to n location farther north, placing the 
tracks at sub-grade and constructing 
suitable bridges to span all needed high 
ways; also the acquisition of the present 
roadbed of the raaiu line of the railroad 
betweeu Newtou and Auburndale to be 
used iu connection with Washington 
street and the property intervening be- 
tweeu the lailrond aud the street for the 
construction of a boulevard and park 
system. 

The route selected, upon which esti- 
mates of cost have been made, diverges 
from the maiu lino of the B. & A. rail- 
road at a point about 800 feet east of St. 
James street, curviug to the north and 
crossing Ceutre street at its intersection 
with Pearl street, thence westerly, parallel 
to and southerly of Gardner street, and 
again crossing Pearl street just south of 
the Eliot schoolhouse. Thu line then ex- 
tends westerly, crossing Watertowu 
street at Broadway, passing through the 
Adams schoolhouso lot at Crafts street. 
It then continues iu the same general 
direction to Waltham street, which it 
crosses just south of Webster street. It 
theu continues westerly, parallel to and 
south of Webster street. It theu con- 
tinues westerly, parallel to aud south of 
Webster street, tor some distance, aud 
dually joins the preseut locatiou of the 
railroad at Auburn street, Auburndale, 
and is 520 feet louger than by the preseut 
line of railroad. 

To place the grade of the railroad at 
the lowest possible point consistent with 
proper draiuage, aud to elevate the 
streets so as to iusure 10 feet head room 
between the tup of the rails aud the 
uuder side of the bridges, the following 
changes would have to be made, begin- 
ning at Rowe street. 

Rowe street, raised 21.0 feet; Crescent, 
10.S; Elm, 18.0; Cherry, 17.4; Waltham. 
10.2; Eden avenue, 12; Davis, 0.8; Eliot, 
2.2; Cheesecake boulevard, 18; Ediuboro 
street, 4.5; Liuwood avenue, 10.2; Walnut 
street, 0.1; Crafts, 1.1; Broadway, 4.1; 
Watertown street, 3.5; Adams, 11.5; West, 
13.7; Chapel, 10.0; Cook, 17; Pearl, 14.1; 
Garduer, 7.0; .School, 5; Emerson, 5; 
Carletou, 5.2; Centre, 3; Nonantum place, 
15; Nonantum street, 12.2. 

The plan of elevating the tracks on the 
same route is considered iu detail. Aside 
from the question of cost, it calls for 
comparatively few changes in the street 
grades. 

The estimates of the two methods for 
constructing the railroad on the proposed 
new locatiou to the uoith of the present 
line are as follows: 

Estimate of a tour-track railroad ou a 
new locatiou through West Newtou, 
Newtonville and Newton, with the rail- 
road passing uuder the streets, $2,455,- 
700. 

Acquisition of present roadbed of B. 
A- A. milroad, $344,000; acquisition of 
laud aud buildings north of the B. A- A. 
railroad to Washington street, $1,022,000; 
total, $1,300,000. 

Estimate for a four-track railroad with 
earth embankments ou a new location 
through West Newton, Newtonville and 
Newtou, with the railroad passing over 
streets, $2,047,000. 

Acquisition of roadbed aud laud aud 
buildings as above, $1,300,000. 

If the roadbed were constructed with 
masoury retaining walls instead of earth 
slopes, the estimated cost is $3,741,000. 

The report uext considers the separa 
tiou of grades of the railroad aud high- 
ways, streets and ways with the railroad 
in us preseut locatiou, by the elevation 
of the roadbed and depression of the 
highways, stieets and ways where neces- 
sary, aud providing suitable stone arch 
bridges for spanning the same, the plan 
providing ulso for the acquisition by the 
city of the land intervening betweeu 
Wdsbiugtou street and the railroad, to 
be used for park purposes, aud the 
widening aud constructing of Washing- 
ton street to the width of lUO feet. 

In considering this plan, it is assumed 
that the railroad would be raised sutli- 
cieully so that the changes iu the streets 
will nor he radical. Korluuately, this 
cuu be doue without materially increasing 
the grades of the lailroad beyond what 
it now has. It is provided iu the esti 
mates of cost for placing the streets iu as 
good condition us at present. The uum- 
bor of tracks will be the same as at 
present, and, iu some locations, side 
tracks. The freight yards will remain in 
then preseut locatiou. 

Beginning at Rowe street aud going 
easterly, tnu changes iu the streets 
would be as follows; 

Rowe street, railroad raised 7.85 feet, 
stieet lowered, 8.00 feet; Wasbiugtou, 
11.45, 3.05; Putuam, 15.10, 1.31; High- 
land, 10.40, 0.85; Chestnut, 10.45, 1.05; 
Felton's crossing, 10.73, 0 47; Alistou, 
14.07,2.18; Lowell, 14.00, 2.80; Waluut, 
14.50, 8.00; Harvard, 12.10, 5.10; Church, 
11.80, 5.51; Hicbardsou, 13,72, 8.00; street 
at subway, 15.18, 1.07; Ceutre, 10.50, 1.50; 
Washington, 13.43, 4.57; Bartlett’s cross- 
ing, 0.50, 0.75. 

The estimate of cost of constructing 
the railroad iu accordance with the 
abi ve plan is: 

Estimate of a four-track railroad w it h 
eai tb embankments through West New- 
tou, Newtonville aud Newtou, with the 
road elevated ou its present locatiou aud 
passing oyer the streets, $1,005,300. 

Wasbiugtou stieet wideued to 100 feet, 
if laud betweeu the street aud the rail- 


void is required, $221,000; tf land inter- 
vening is not acquired, $580,000. 

Acquisition ot remaining land and 
buildings between the railroad and 
Washington street widened to 100 feet, 
$420,800. 

It tho railroad were constructed with 
masoury walU instead of earth slopes tho 
estimated cost is $2,251,500, and the ac- 
quisition of remaining land and buildings 
between the railroad and Washington 
stroet widened to 100 foot, $515,000. 

The plan ot separating tile grades by 
the depression of *,be roadbed nt its 
present location, and the elevation of the 
highways, streets and ways, where 
necessary, with suitable highway bridges, 
lias also been considered by tho commis- 
sion. The streets would have to be 
raised as follows, beginning at Rowe 
street aud continuing easterly: 

Rowe street, 18.5 feet; Washington, 0.0; 
Putnam, 0; Highland, 7.0; Chestnut, 7.7; 
Felton’s crossing, 7.3; Alistou street, 3 5; 
Lowell, 3.0; Walnut, 3.3; Harvard, 4.0: 
Church, 4.7; Richardson, 4.2; street, at 
subway, 3.8; Centre, 2.5; Washington, 
2.8. 

The estimate of cost of constructing the 
railroad in accordance with this plan is 
as follows: 

Estimate of a four-track railroad with 
earth slopes through West Newton, New- 
touville aud Newtou, with the road de- 
pressed ou its present location and pass- 
ing under the streets, $2,000,300. 

With masonry walls along its eulire 
length iustead of eart h slopus, $2,370,000. 

After a study of the three plaus de- 
scribed, the commission sums up as fol- 
lows: 

It must be ovideut to every impartial 
observer that, by making radical chunges 
iu tlio location of the railroad, a complete 
revolution iu the values of property iu 
Newtou woutd bo effected. It is a thing 
that cannot be estimated in dollars aim 
cents; but it would undoubtedly work 
great hardship aud serious loss iu the 
one case, whilo it would iiutnediutuly 
benefit laud owners in the other. 

Changes of this character should not 
be made in a city or town where real 
ostatc values are settled, unless it is im- 
peratively necessary. 

In this case, it is not uecessary. Tho 
same result cau be obtained by cliauges 
on the present locatiou; and wo are of 
the opinion that whatever changes are 
made should be confined to the present, 
liue of the railroad. 

Tne estimates of cost show that tho 
expense of depressing the tracks would 
be somewhat in excess of that fonaising 
them. This iu itself is not a sufficient 
reason for recommending this method ol 
abolishiug the crossings. There are 
many other things to be considered. 

For instance, the comtort and con- 
venience of people taking aud leaving 
the traius should be considered. Plat- 
forms located below the general level of 
the grouud are apt to be damp aud un- 
pleasant waiting places. It is very much 
more difficult to maintain proper druiu- 
age of the roadbed ot the railroad iu a 
long, continuous cut than ou aueinbank- 
meiit. The cost of operating the road in 
winter is much greater where the tracks 
are depressed than where they are 
elevated. 

It may be urged that a railroad em- 
bankment passing through the ceutre of 
a town is unsightly. But this need not 
be so, aud would not be so if properly 
constructed. We have provided for 
liaudsome bridges over the streets, and, 
wherever walls are used, that tho 
masonry shall be not only substantial, 
but shall be laid iu such a manner as to 
present a good appearance. Where 
wall are not used, we recoin uieud that 
slopes be sodded or sown with grass 
seed, which shall be properly cared for 
aftei ward. 

These aud other reasons of greater or 
less importance, together witu the fact 
that the cost would be less, have in- 
fluenced us iu concluding that the proper 
thing for the parties interested to do is 
to elevate the tracks substantially us re- 
commended in the plaus accompanying 
this report, to construct arched bridges 
of masonry or steel spanuiug the streets, 
which should be noiseless aud water- 
tight. and to provide stations that shall 
be attractive, convenient aud comfort- 
able. 

Iu fact, that all the general details set 
forth iu that portion of the report re- 
ferring to ulevatiug the tracks on the 
preseut locatiou should he followed, 
especially as the changes in the street 
grades are very much less by this plan 
than by any other.

Tho Newtou Railroad Problem. 

(Boston Herald.) 

The report of the conirnissiou ap- 
pointed by the city of Newtou to take 
iuto account the question of railway 
grade crossings iu that municipality 
makes It evident that the result desired 
cau best be attained by the utilization of 
the existing trackway, raising this so us 
to permit the streets to cross under it. 
If Newtou occupit-d an absolutely level 
urea of grouud, the fact that there was a 
ridge of some eighteeu or twenty feet 
high, ruuuiug from oue cud of the city 
to the other, might be looked upon us 
objectionable: but the topographical 
features of the city vary so greatly, 
giviug a diversity of hill and valley, that 
this little artificial protuberance sinks 
iuto complete iusiguiticauce, having 
hardly a noticeable existence except at a 
few points, and at these forming a not 
seriously objectionable feature of the 
landscape. The change of locatiou that 
was proposed would make the railroad 
service less available than it now is to 
the patrons of tho road, aud would in- 
volve a very much larger expenditure of 
money, although the fact would still re- 
maiu that the elevated ridge would exist 
upon which the four tracks would need 
t« be placed.

NEW HAL!. FOR OHACE GffURCH CHOIR 
GUILD OF NEWTON. 

Ground wur broken Monday afternoon 
for the building for the ohoir guild of 
Grnco church parish, Newton, to be 
eroctod in memory of Bishop Brooks. In 
connection with the exercises it wns ex- 
pected that Rev. Leighton Parks, I). D., 
rector of Emmanuel churoh, Boston, 
would doliver an addross on the ''Life 
and Work of Phillips Brooks.” That 
feature was, however, necessarily omit- 
ted, owing to the sudden illness of Dr. 
Parks, who wns conilncd to his home by a 
severe cold. A telegram from Dr. Parks, 
announcing his inability to be present 
aud expressing his regrets, wns road by 
Rev. G. W. Shinn, I). D., rector of Grace 
church. 

Notwithstanding the unpleasant 
weather, the character of the ceremonies, 
aud especially the significance attached 
to any movement soeking to honor and 
perpetuate the memory of the distin- 
guished prelate, brought out a large con- 
gregation. 

A 4 o’clock the choristers entered from 
the east door, singiug tho hymn, ‘‘0, 
What tho Joy aud the Glory Must Bo,” 
ns they marched to their respective sta- 
tions on either side of tho chancel. Fol- 
lowing this processional hymn, prayor 
was offered by ltov. Dr. Shinn, after 
which tho choristers rendered the 
anthem, “Tho Sun Shall Be No More 
Thy Light by Day.” 

Rev. Dr. Shiuti next spoke of tho en- 
forced absence of Rev. Dr Parks. Ho 
said that it had boen impossible to fill 
his place. It would bo difficult, indeed, 
he added, to fill the place of one who 
had prepared himself especially to speak 
upon such an occasion. “I am reminded, 
however,” ho continued, “that no formal 
address is uocessary to perpotuato tho 
memory of Phillips Brooks. His mem- 
ory is enshriuod in the hearts of the 
people. Hero in this parish, while tak- 
ing part in the exercises of the Grace 
church choir. 

HI8 CLOSING WORDS WERE SPOKEN. 

“Some significant sentences that were 
spoken by him at that time have since 
been quoted by the clergy and press of 
tho country in commenting upon his life 
aud character. Of special iuterest to the 
choristers of Grace church were those 
words, since often repeated, ‘Go through 
life singing tho glorious songs of God, 
making life richer and richer iu the love 
aud fear of God.’ It was his idea that 
one should avoid tho tendency of going 
through life grumbling and unhappy. 
He pictured the joy aud happiuess of a 
cheerful disposition, and that itlirought 
was embodied iu those words; ‘Go 
through life singing tho songs of God.’ 

“it was only a short time ago that our 
beloved bishop passed away. Many trib- 
utes havo been paid in recognition of his 
Christian character and tbo noble efforts 
of his life. Tho most eloquout tongues 
have beeu iuspired. Tho collection of 
published reminiscences from those who 
had known him would comprise material 
for several volumes. One of the most 
interesting of the many articles that have 
been written comes from the pen of Rev. 
Mr. Day, a Methodist clergyman. 
‘Phillips Brooks,” ho said, ‘was enshrined 
iu the memory of the times. He will 
live in the lieirts of the people. Mar- 
vellously he brought out the truths of 
the gospel. He touched the hearts of all 
classes. The scholar, ho is of us; the 
unletteied, he is of us; the poor, he is of 
us; the rich, he is of us. All men of all 
classes and conditions claimed him.’ ” 

Rev. Dr. Shinn concluded his address 
with a poem, writteu by a member of 
Grace church parish, aud suggested by 
Bishop Brooks’ last address. 

Tho hymn for tho festival of St. Philip 
and St. James, “There Is Ono Way, aud 
Only One,” was finely sung by the chor 
isters alter the closo of Rev. Dr. Shinn’s 
addross. 

The ceremony of breaking the ground 
was next proceeded with. Tho choristers 
marched from tho church through tho 
grounds to the site of tho proposed 
memorial building, followed by the 
clergy and congregation. 

A hollow square was formed, practical- 
ly enclosing the lot of land selected for 
tho structure southeast of the church. 
Rev. Dr. Shinn, the church wardens and 
the president of tho choir guild, Mr. E. 
S. Hamblen, turned the first sods, and 
the spade was then consigned to tho 
members of the choir, each in turn 
throwing up a shovelful of dirt. The 
prayor for God’s blessing upon tho work 
was offered by Rev. Dr. Shinn. 

Tho thought of a guild ball has been in 
the minds of members of Grace church 
parish for some time. It has been re- 
garded as a necessity to provide addition- 
al accommodations for instruction for 
tho singers of tho choir aud for tho meet- 
ings of the choir guild. The choir is 
much larger than was originally iuteud- 
ed, aud now uumbers 62 members. The 
choir guild has DO members. The conse- 
quence is that the parish house is inade- 
quate for the accommodatiouiof so many, 
with the added demands of the other 
church organizations. 

After Bishop Brooks’ last address was 
delivered to the choir it was determined 
to push the project of a guild hall toward 
completion, incorporating tho idea of a 
memorial. Tne work was at ouce pro- 
ceeded with and greatly aided through 
tho generous contributions of members 
of the parish and others aud by Mr. W. 
P. Wentworth, who gave his services iu 
getting out the design and the prepara- 
tions of plans of the building. 

The buildiug is of gothic architecture, 
with u central tower, aud is in the form 
of a Maltese cross. Its dimensions are 
3l)x55 feet. Thoro is a largo room for re- 
hearsals and meetings, aud a smaller 
apartment for the uses of the officers of 
tho choir guild. Tho iuterior lliiish will 
be in the natural wood, with tinted walls 
and ceilings. The windows will be 
stained glass, aud four of them are to be 
given by the confirmation class of 181)2. 
The others will be gifts of private indi- 
viduals. Work ou the new buildiug is to 
be eommeuced at ouce. 


High School Debate.

Nowtou has the alliuia- 
tive and Brookline tho negative side. 
Messrs. Brewer, Boynton and Burgess 
will speak for Nowtou. They are all 
clear. foroiblo speakers, aud will undoubt- 
edly make it interesting for the Brook- 
liue boys. The B. 11. S. Debating Club 
has chosen William G. Nash, Murshul 
Stearns aud Neils Christensen to repre- 
sent it in the debate. 
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WHERE STANDS THE HAY STATE? 

HER EXHiniTS IN MANUFACTURER, MA- 
CHINERY. ELECTRICITY AND EDUCA- 
TION. 

MnssnchuHottR at tho fnir ought to ns- 
Riime her proper position among tho 
states of the Union. Thoro is something 
of a minoral and agricultural exhibit, 
but of course no ono expoctH tho old Bay 
atate to compete with Nevada or Monta- 
na in miueralR or with Kansas and Da- 
koto in cereals. In horticulture tho 
stato will appear to advantage and her 
art exhibit will hot be diRappolnting. 
The carriago manufacturers of Massa- 
chusetts, her bicycles, hor boat-builders, 
her harnoBs-makorfl, her railroads and a 
thousand and one other interests will 
add to the pleasure and profit of a visit 
to the transportation building. 

The cities of Boston, Gloucester and 
New Bedford will each contribute to- 
ward making tho exhibit within tho fish 
and fisheries building a pronounced suc- 
ces. A stroll through the electricity 
building will immediately convince one 
of the high rank held by Massachusetts 
in the field of electricity. In electric 
lighting, in electric motors, in tho tele- 
phone aud in the many other mgonious 
machines of which electricity is 
the motive power, tho commonwealth 
is well to the fore. It is, however, 
in tho three groat departments of manu- 
factures, machinery and liberal arts that 
the commonwealth will make hor grand- 
est display. By those exhibits which 
mark tho advances in inventions which 
bear testimony to the skill and intelligence 
of tho mechanic, and which make pro- 
minent the far-reaching influence of edu- 
cation and its many varied branches, the 
state of Massachusetts will establish her 
position as among the most important 
and influential communities of the world. 
Her factories will furnish over one- 
quarter of tho exhibits iu the textile 
department of tho United States. 

When consideration is eiven, however, 
to the part which Massachusetts will play 
in tho great department of liberal arts, 
one finds himself surrounded by diffi- 
culties in attempting adequately to tell 
the story within the limits of an article 
such as this. It is not too much to 
predict that iu tho many bureaus which 
together compose the great department, 
the Bay state will by right take a position 
second to no other stato or inferior to no 
other country, be it in hygiene and 
sanitation, in charities and correction, iu 
literature or in education. Who so 
ignorant as not to know that no state in 
tho Union can compare with correctional 
work? Iu tho department of education 
tho state will surely moot tho full ex- 
pectation of those who believe that she 
stands where she lias always stood, iu 
the front rank of all peoples. Tho best 
tribute which can be paid to her acknow- 
ledged pre-eminence in educational 
work is the fact that her exhibit will oc- 
cupy about one-ninth of all the space 
allotted to education. Hor univeisity 
aud her colleges, her public and her 
technological schools will be represented 
as never before.

Smart Cows. 

Among all the stories of animal intelli- 
gence none is more noteworthy than that 
which was told iu debate iu the House 
the other day on tho bill to reduce the 
standard of milk. If it does not prove 
our Massachusetts cows to be of tho 
highest grade of intelligence, thou our 
cows don’t know how to read, that’s all. 
It is part of the law regarding the stand- 
ard of milk that the liquid may contain 
in May and June only 12 per cent of milk 
solids, instead of 13 as at other seasons 
of tlie year, and still not render the own- 
er liable to prosecution. It is snid to be 
a fact, established by over 100,000 analyses 
of milk, that tho quality of milk always 
drops every year just tho permissible 1 
per ceut between April 80 and May 1, If 
that does not prove that the cows know 
when the law is off, nothing can, for it 
is impossible that there should he collu- 
sion between the milk dealers, of course, 
to weaken the standard of purity of this 
article of bibulation, — Springfield Re- 
publican.

The Post, ilaulf u rabid- 
ly growing property, is uot so blinded by 
prejudice that it hesitates to pay this 
tribute to a record-breaking feat of 
modern journalism.

Boston is much stirred over the re- 
fusal of the commissioners of public in- 
stitutions to accept a present of rocking 
chairs for the aged and infirm pauper 
women at Rainsford island. A fund of 
#700 had lieen subscribed by private be- 
nevolenco, and tho chairs bad been 
bought and shipped to the island, but 
the commissioners would not let the old 
women have them, and they remain on 
the wharf. The mayor of Boston, who 
appoints the commissioners, wrote a note 
requesting them to accept the chairs. 
Tbo commissioners still refused, and re- 
ferred the matter to the common coun- 
cil. Tho common council voted unani- 
mously in favor of accepting the chairs, 
and the aldermen concurred with only 
one dissenting voter. 

Strong pressure was, however, brought 
to bear upo: the council and aldermen 
by the commissioners. Some of the 
aldermen were taken down the harbor 
to Rainsford island and came back re- 
porting that there was already one rock- 
ing chair for every three women, and 
more chairs would bo a needless luxury. 
Tho result was that tho council and 
aldermen were induced to reconsider 
their vote and refer the whole matter to 
the committee on public institutions, 
which means shelving it indefinitely. 

Tho insolent and unreasonable beha- 
vior of the commissioners is understood 
to be duo to a grudge against Mrs. Alice 
N. Lincoln, who was active in raising 
the money for the rocking chairs, and 
who hns aroused the ire of the commis- 
sioners hy previous efforts to better the 
condition of the paupers and to reform 
certain abuses which have caused the 
loss of more than one life. — Boston Wo- 
man’s Journal.

Reform In Liquor Truffle. 

On and after May 15 next licenses is- 
sued to storekeepers in this city to sell 
liquor not to be drank on tho premises 
will cost #200 a year instead of #50 as 
heretofore. The new rate, which applies 
to those whose sales aggregate less than 
#2,500 a year, was agreed upon by the 
excise board on Tuesday. Its adoption 
is u salutary, practicable and proper 
measure of excise reform. 

It is 6alutarv because it will tend to 
restrict the evil of surreptitious drink- 
ing in grocery, provision and drug stores 
which aro patronized by women, and in 
which tho charge for liquor is added to 
the cost of household commodities. 

It is practicable, because it will aug- 
ment tho city's excise revenues without 
a corresponding increase in tho number 
of saloons or in the amount of liquor 
sold. 

It is proper, because it will do away 
with the unfair distinction which 1ms 
heretofore existed between ordinary sa- 
loons where liquor is sold openly and 
Btores where the same article is sold pri- 
vately. — New York Sun.

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the operations of the road to their pres- 
ent chnrter, which grants thorn a location 
in the Oak Hill districtonly. An amend- 
ment proposed by Mr. Abbott of Water- 
town was also adopted, which provides 
that the road must pay all the expense 
resulting from the crossing of any high- 
way by said road. The time for extend- 
ing the road from Cook street to Rox- 
bury is oxtendod two years. Newton 
peoo'o will feol greatly relieved now that 
the danger of such a disfiguring structure 
across the most attractive part of the 
city is over, and the credit for this is 
largely duo to the active fight against it 
made by Representatives Estabrooks and 
Chester. The scheme may be revived 
another year, or may come up again this 
sossion, but an active watch will be kept 
and the vigorous protests already made 
by the City Council of Newtou, the se 
lectmen of Watertown, and the citizeus 
of both places will have its iutiucnce in 
defeating any similar schemes.

GRADE CROSSING COMMISSION. 


The report of the grade crossiug com- 
mission is an exhaustive affair, and con- 
siders in detail the throe plaus for the 
removal of the grade crossings which 
have been submitted. The plan for 
moving the tracks is treated at length, 
the great number of street crossings 
shown and the reasons pro aud con 
stated very fairly, but the commission 
concludes that the objections are so 
weighty, especially in the matter of 
unsettling values, that the plan is not 
feasible. 

The depression of the tracks in their 
present location is also treated of in 
detail, but the commission fiuds that is 
mot advisable, and recommend the eleva- 
tion of the tracks in their present loca- 
tion. Their reasons are fully stated, aud 
their decision is in accordance with the 
general sentiment of the public. 

If this report is to decide the matter, 
■as seems probable, there is now nothing 
in the way of the city coming to an agree- 
ment with the railroad company, aud 
having the work pushed forward as 
rapidly as possible. 

The commission has drawn up plans 
for the work, which coutaiu many new 
features, which have much to recom- 
mend them. One change is to have the 
two tracks for through traffic in the 
centre, and oue local track on each side, 
so that passengers can step directly from 
the station platform on to the car plat- 
form, without crossing the tracks, and a 
sub-way could connect the two. As the 
stations at Newton, Newtouville and West 
Newton will have to be rebuilt, this 
could be done without much additional 
trouble or expense. 

The grade at first proposed is not ma- 
terially changed, but the commission 
gets over the difficulty of building a stone 
arch at streets which cross at au angle, 
by recommending steel bridges for such 
crossings, made water tight aud so solid 
as to be noiseless, with stone arches at 
the other crossings, all the bridges to be 
made as ornamental as the uature of the 
case will allow. 

These are the main features of the 
report, which printed iu full would make 
about twelve columns of the Graphic, 
and those who have time to devote to it, 
can obtain a copy at City Hall. A full 
summary is given on anotber page, con- 
taining the main points, all that most 
readers will care for. 

The City Engiuoer has also made his 
report on the wideuiug of Washington 
street, which is a matter more nearly 
affecting the public. The made cross- 
ings must be changed anyway, and the 
effect of this has been discounted loeg 
ago, but the wideuiug uf Washington 
street is something that wilt affect so 
■many property owners, aud is an im- 
provement so urgently needed that it is 
hoped the board will lake decisive action 
as soon as possible, so that the property 
owners along the street can make their 
plans. There is no question but that 
the street now is so narrow as to be in a 
dangerous condition. 


The Episcopal Convention in Bostou 
elected Rev. Wni. Lawrence, dean of the 
Episcopal Theological School, Cam- 
bridge, to be bishop of Massachusetts. 
He is 43 years of age, was boru in Loug- 
wood. aud graduated at Harvard iu 1871. 
Since 1888 he has been preacher to Har- 
vard College, and is a man of groat ex- 
ecutive ability, combiucd with eloquence 
and greatuess as a preacher. He is de- 
scended front prominent Massachusetts 
families. lie was placed in nomination 
by Rev. Dr. John Cotton Brooks, brother 
of the late Bishop Brooks, aud on the 
first ballot had a majority of the lay 
votes, and on the second a majority of 
the clerical vote. The other leading 
candidates were Bishop Hare, who was 
nominated by Mr. Robert H. Gardiner 
aud Father Hall. The choice seems to 
give great satisfaction, and ir is a for- 
tunate thing for the diocese that a Mas- 
sachusetts man was chosen, one who is 
in sympathy with the work here, aud 
who is so satisfactory to all parties. 


Two more street railways have been 
granted locations iu Newton, one from 
Newtouville to Watertown, and the other 
from West Newtou to Lower Falls. It is 
said that this is as far as the aldermen 
have decided to go, and that no more 
locations in narrow streets will be grant- 
ed. The people will approve of this de- 
cision, and Newton seems now to be very 
fairly provided with street iailway ac- 
commodations.

The Legislature has granted the people 
of Newton relief in the matter of sower 
assessments, aud the bill grantiug the 
City Council power to atneud the present 
sewer ordinance has passed both houses 
aud now awaits the Guveruoi's signature. 
The chief argument for the relief was 
the decisive verdict given by the people 
at the last election, and Mayor) Feuuo 
and Alderman Bothfeld of the legislative 
committee have lett nothing undone iu 
their efforts to carry out the wishes of 
the people. 

It is a rather remarkable victory aud 
shows the importance of city officials 
beiug guided in their acts in some de- 
gree by public sentiment, as the will of 
the people is bound to prevail iu the 
end. Now the City Couucil should 
hasten to amend the ordinance so that 
tiie sewer assessments will not bear ho 
beavily on people iu moderate circum- 
stances. 

as a supplement to this bill the legis- 
lature has passed the act allowing the 
city to issue $750,000 iu bonds outside of 
Che debt limit, for the construction of 
isewers, which will enable the work to go 
on, sad make those who are to enjoy the 
benefits iu futuie years share some of 
Che expense.

He was promi- 
nent in the old Warren street Universalist 
church iu Boston, and was oue of the 
trustees, and for many years a member of 
the standing committee. Since retiring 
from uetive business, about 2G years ago, 
Mr. Trofitter had resided In Newtonville.

AMERICANS’ CRESTS. 

WARD M’ALLISTER FAVORS A TAX 
ON COATS OF ARMS. 


M,t McAllister Also Adrornttl the Es- 
tablishment of a Herald’s Office as One 

of the Government Apartments — Right 

of Americans to Wear Crests. 

The number of persons using crests 
nml coats of arms in this country is very 
large, and there is no way of ascertain- 
ing how large it is. The American who 
wants a coat of arms and has not got 
one usually adopts one which pleases his 
eye. without regard to any other consid- 
erations. In England supporters are sel- 
dom granted with coats of arms to any 
but members of the peerage. But Amer- 
cans must have everything of the finest, 
and therefore they usually take support- 
ers to themselves. There is one very 
rich and famous family iu this city, 
though of humble origin, which displays 
a coat of arms with four supporters in- 
stead of the two which usually satisfy 
English ducal families. 

There is, however, a great deal of dis- 
satisfaction with this irregular state of 
things. Mr. Ward McAllister, the ar- 
biter of fashion, said it should not be tol- 
erated. Coats of arms, he says, should 
be registered at a herald’s office, as they 
nre in Bnglftnd and other well regulated 
European countries. Then we should 
know who were entitle^ to them, how 
they got them and so forth, 

“I propose.” said Mr, McAllister, “that 
tl*e Ajperjcan heraltVe office should be 
established as ono of the departments of 
the federal government at Washington. 
This is a very practical suggestion. The 
government would bo able to put a tax 
on armorial bearings and in that way 
raise a large revenue, as the English 
government does. It is ono of the hap- 
piest ways of raising a tax I can think 
of. Members of fashionable society and 
all the other persons taxed would bo 
pleased by it, and no one, I think, can 
show any good reason against it. 

T know it is easy for you to assert 
that Americans have no business with 
coats of arms and such things because 
they are relics of feudalism, but that is 
nonsense. They are not any more harm- 
ful relics of feudalism than many of our 
social customs. Fashion requires us to 
use them, and fashion must be obeyed. t 
It is merely a matter of fashion. A man 
with a coat of arms is not likely to bo a 
more dangerous plutocrat than a rich 
man without one. Besides, armorial 
bearings are ornamental and look well 
on silver and china. That is one of the 
best reasons for having them. 

“I must say a few words as to who has 
the right to use them. It is not neces- 
sary that a family should obtain them 
by grant from the English oj some 
other European king. It is enough 
if they have been used since the begin- 
ning of the country’s history, or for 
three generations. In England any re- 
spectable person not in retail trade can 
get a coat of arms by paying for it. 

“Unquestionably many younger sons 
came over to this country who had a 
right to bear the arms of their family. 
Their descendants settled in different 
parts of the Union and are now in the 
fullest manner entitled to use arms. On 
the other hand, many men of wealth and 
high social standing, but not of aristo- 
cratic origin, have adopted them since 
the practice became fashionable, as they 
have a perfect right to do. These fami- 
lies will transmit their arms to their de- 
scendants until they become us interest- 
ing as those of aristocratic European 
origin. 

“There are some interesting anecdotes 
to be told of the introduction of coats of 
arms into the general society of this city. 
Of course there are a few New York fam- 
ilies who have used them continuously 
since the creation of the colony, but 
when the practice first became general 
it was received with a good deal of op- 
position. Gordon Hamersley used to 
say that his crest was useful to tell him 
which was his carriage. Colonel Thorne, 
who married Miss Jauncey, went to Eu- 
rope 50 yeurs ago and established him- 
self in Paris, living as no other Amer- 
ican had ever done. He took the British 
minister through his hotel, who, after 
viewing its interior and its stables, 
turned to Colonel Thorne, exclaiming, 
“And you say you do ull this on £12,000 
a year! It is marvelous.” On return- 
ing to America to live the colonel turned 
out in this city postilions with his cout 
of arms embroidered on the left sleeve 
of each postilion. This created such a 
rumpus, the population hissing him us 
he drovo by, that he was compelled to 
withdraw them. 

“Some of our best people were pil- 
grims and Huguenots, who on reaching 
this country and establishing themselves 
here abjured such vanities as coats of 
arms, as a monarchical institution. This 
was all very well in the beginning, but 
the blue laws have faded. Wo no longer 
cultivate primitive simplicity, but with 
wealth and ago we turn to luxury and 
find among its necessities the use of couts 
of arms. The necessity and love of the 
American for title or some designation 
of distinction, plain Mr. ‘not filling the 
bill,’ is illustrated iu the west und 
south. For 50 years or more it has 
been a universal custom to bestow a 
military title on all men who have risen 
above mediocrity, such as governor, gen- 
eral, captain, colonel, it being purely 
honorary. Such titles men carry through 
life with this lovo of ours for individual 
distinction, which is one of our murked 
characteristics. When a mau wants to 
seul his letters, mark his plate or decor- 
ate his harness, he wants a crest, and as 
Americans with money owu the universe 
this crest must bo forthcoming. Of 
course it is only an accessory to the arms, 
and now the question is, llow Khali Amer- 
icans get them? And how shall they 
be able to keep them? 

"Let me repeat that society would wel- 
come the establishment of a herald's 
ofliee for the better regulation of these 
matters.” — New York World.

.Manual Training in the Public Schools 

A commission composed of Edwin P. 
Soaver, Gsorge E. McNeil and Mrs. Louisa 
1\ Hopkins, appointed to investigate the 
existing systems of manual and indus- 
' trial training and their relation to the 
| public schools hns mnde a report to the 
Legislature. All ngroc in advocating a 
very general extension of such mothods 
among the appliances of popular educa- 
tion. Mr. Scavcr, in his roport, thus de- 
sci ibes the changes in Now England life 
which liavo made sonic change of educa- 
tional methods necessary: 

Until within a generation the condi- 
tions of New England life liavo been such 
as to permit full scopo to this education 
by and through work. No better kinder- 
garten was ever invented than a Now 
England farm, provided only that the 
conditions of life were not so desperately 
bard as to leave the mother no timo to 
superintend the occupations of her chil- 
dren. For the growing boy thoro wore 
the occupations of the Holds, the woods 
and the garden, and rainy days there 
were the tools in the tool-room, or if 
these failed to interest him thoro was 
the neighbor’s shop, where I10 might bo- 
gin to learn bis chosen trade. But rail- 
roads and factories liavo wrought a pro- 
found change in Now England life. The 
conditions are changed. People liavo 
gathered themselves into great and 
growing cities. Farms aro deserted, gar- 
dens are few, and the neighbors who had 
workshops for their various crafts aro 
now employed iu tho great factories. 
Thus has come to exist in all cities a 
profound educational want, Alltliepeo- 

S ilo feel it, some see it and understand it, 
nit heretofore little has boen done to re- 
lieve it. 

Tho commissioners unite in recom- 
mending that the principles and practice 
of the kindergarten and of manual train- 
ing, so far as applicable in the primary 
and grammar schools, be taught in the 
normal schools; that tho principles and 
practice of domestic scionce bo taught iu 
the normal schools; that high schools 
with a course in tho mechanic arts for 
boys be established in cities having a 
population of 20,000 or more: that high 
schools with a course in domestic science, 
including sewing and cooking for girls, 
be similarly established ; that where any 
city or town establishes a school or 
schools for manual training or industrial 
education open to boys or girls 14 years 
of age and over, tho state shall appropri- 
ate as much money for the school ns tho 
town or city has, but to an amount uot 
exceeding $5000; that tho state make pro- 
vision for the training of teachers for tho 
mechanic arts by establishing scholar- 
ships in the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology or the Worcester Polytechnic 
school or both, open to such young men 
as agree afterward to teach in the public 
schools of the state; and that the state 
board of education be required to appoint 
qualified agents to advise aud instruct 
public school officers iu relation to intro- 
ducing and promoting these systems of 
education.

BOSTON AMUSEMENTS. 


Grand Opera House.— Shakespeare’s 
always fascinating lovo story, "Romeo 
aud Juliet, ’ will bo given au elaborate 

E roductio'n at the Grand Opera House, 
ostou, next week. It will be a note- 
worthy event, for it will present Miss 
Annie Clarke as Romeo, and will bring 
iuto professional life Miss Maud Hoffman 
as Juliet. The play will be handsomely 
mounted. The debut of Miss Hoffman 
is an eveut of more than oidiuary inter- 
est with Bostou’s smartest society, for 
she has entertained Back Hay circles 
with her rare elocutionary talent for 
several mouths past and has nmdo hosts 
of admirers wherever she has appeared. 
The support has been carefully selected 
from the Grand Opera House stock com- 
pany aud includus in the important roles 
Mr. Charles Barron as Mercutio, Mr. H. 
M. Pitt, Mr. Frank J. Keenan, Mr. Justin 
Adams aud others. For the matinee 
Saturday "Little Lord FauuLleroy” will 
be repeated. It was the - origiual inten- 
tion of the management to close the sea- 
son with "Romeo and Juliet,*’ but the 
plays which have been presented by the 
stock company have met with such great 
success thnt the seuson will bo continued. 
A grand production of Tom Taylor’s 
famous “Ticket of Leave Man” will fol- 
low the week of “Romeo aud Juliet.” 

Columbia Theatre— Comic opera has 
during the past week agaiu claimed a 
considerable share of public utteutiou. 
Thomas Q. Soabrooko and “The Isle of 
Champagne,” now iu their fifth week, 
have continued their well-merited success 
at the Columbia Theatre. Iu conception, 
iu plot und iu development, it is unique 
among our Americau comic operas, it is 
origiual iu desigu, its dialogue is excep- 
tionally bright aud witty, yet thoroughly 
consistent with the subject matter and 
the scene of action. The music is melo- 
dious, pleasing and coutaius some num- 
bers that are far above the average. 
Furthermore, with one or two exceptions, 
all of tieahrooke’s episodes are organic 
aud are evolved quite naturally from the 
sequence of events. But it matters very 
little what the plot, the music or the 
merits of the libretto — the oomediau is 
eminently sucoessful iu eliciting exuber- 
ant buiats of laughter, uud that after all 
is his chief aim. Mr. Seabrooko will con- 
tinue to impersonate the impecunious 
inouaroh iu tbe opera that has enabled 
him to display his tuleuts to such good 
advantage for ouly two more weeks. 

Hollis Stbkki Tukatkk— Bronson 
Howard's uew drama of social life, “Aris- 
tocracy,” has proved to be ouo of the 
greatest successes of the dramatic year 
at the Hollis Street Theatre, where it 


entered upon its second week on Monday 
night. Despite the criticisms of the 
English people and those anglomaniacs, 
who are held up in their true light in 
this play, the piece continues to please 
the groat mass of theatregoers. The 
method adopted by tho wealthy million- 
aire of getting his family into the high- 
est New York society by first renting a 
bankrupt lord’s house in London with 
tho impecunious peer included. Is a 
whole story of itself. Bronson Howard 
has not in “Aristocracy’’ written as popu- 
lar a play as "Tho Henrietta” or "Shen- 
andoah,” but it is a drama that will at- 
tract tho attention of all intelligent and 
thinking people, and in many respects it 
is the most important production of tho 
season. “Aristocracy” will he continued 
until further notice. 

Park Theatre.— A souvenir night 
cololiration of a 150th performance of 
any nlay running continuously for that 
number of times in Boston would bo 
quite sufficient excuse for a great deal of 
enthusiasm from a theatre attendance 
that was limited only bv the four walls 
of the theatre, aud so it was with the 
159th perforaiance of Hoyt’s ‘ A Tem- 
perance Town,” last Monday evening, at 
tho Park Theatre. Every lady patron re- 
ceived a handsome souvenir containing 
cxcollently mounted engravings of scenes 
from the play that tho happy possessor 
can never look at it without being re- 
minded of an eutertainment which has 
afforded so much amusement and has 
hnd such a remarkable run by the kind- 
ness and appreciation of the thoatre 
goers not only of Baston, but of all New’ 
England. At the end of the third act, 
after tho Church Scene, repeated and 
loud calls for Mr. Hoyt brought that 
gentleman before tho curtain. He was 
presented with a magnificent large bou- 
quet of “Jack” roses. His remarks 
wore brief and happy. There are now 
but two w’eeks more of performances of 
“A Temperance Town.”

BOOKS AND MAGAZINES. 

Harpers’ s Magazine for May opens 
with au illustrated article on early New 
York life, by Thomas A. Janvier, fol- 
lowed by a description by Candace 
Wheeler of the latest achievement of 
Chicago, “A Dream City”— the marvel- 
lous buildings of the World’s Fair. In 
“A Discontented Province” Henry 
Loomis Nelson gives one phase of life iu 
Quebec — the French farmer's struggle 
with the woruout 6oil aud the heavy 
taxes. Other articles of more than usual 
interest are "Phillips Brooks,’’ by Rev. 
Arthur Brooks: a paper on James Rus- 
sell Lowell, by Charles Eliot Norton; 
"The French Scare of 1875,” by M. De 
Blowitz; aud "Colorado aud its Capital,” 
by Julian Ralph. A. Conan Doyle’s his- 
torical romance, "The Refugees,” is con- 
tinued, and there are some delightful 
chapters of Miss C. F. Woolson’s story, 
"Horace Chase.” Short stories are con- 
tributed by Blunder Matthews and Eva 
Wilder McGlasson, and tho series of 
Shakespearian comedies is continued by 
"Love’s Labor’s Lost,” with nine illustra- 
tions by Mr. E. A. Abbey, and comment 
by Andrew Lang.

100 YEARS OLD. 


HR e , SALLY CASE OF WELLESLEY HILLS 
REACHES THE CENTURY MARK. 

Mrs. Sally Case of Wellesley Hills ob- 
served inform illy, on Sunday, her 100th 
birthday. 

Through the long vista of years she 
has been, until quite recently, in the 
possession of vigorous health aud pre- 
serving her faculties unimpaired. 

She resides iu the lainily of her broth- 
er, Mr. John Sawyer, who owns a beauti- 
ful place off the old turnpike in Welles- 
ley Hills. 

The house' sets well upon a high hill 
and commands an admirable view of the i 
surrounding suburbs. 

Mrs. Case was born in that part of j 
Lancaster which in 1850 became a part of J 
Lincoln, May 7, 1793. She is descended ; 
from the Sawyer family on her paternal j 
side, and her ancestors were among the 
early settlers of New Eugland. 

There is an apparent vein of longevity 
in the blood, as many of Mrs. Case’s rela- 
tives lived to enjoy ripe old age. 

Mrs. Case was married quite late iu 
life. Her husband was a farmer.aud she 
lived with him happily for 40 years 
During her married life she resided in 
North Coveutry, f’t. After the death of 
Mr. Case, about 20 years ago, she re- 
turned to her native town, but for the 
.ast 10 y -ars passed a great deal of her 
time at her brother's home. It was her 
custom for many years to go from Well s 
ley Hills every summer to the old Sawyer 
homestead. For the past three yeais, 
however, she lias not attempted the 
journey. 

Her health has faih-d considerably dur- 
ing the list i- months, and she is now 
quite feeble, although as keen aud bright 
mentally as ever. 

She was only able to greet her im- 
mediate family and intimate friends up- 
on the occasion of her ceurenuUl anni- 
versary, and many who had looked for- 
ward to meeting her on that occasion 
were obliged to deter their visits. 

Mrs. Case has been a woman of strong

Tho floors of the wards and corridors 
of this institution have boon renovated, 
and the walls and ceilings tinted, a much 
needed improvement from a hygienic ns 
well ns an aesthetic standpoint. 

The Board of Trustees has authorized 
nn addition to tho administration build- 
ing, rendered necessary by tho in- 
adequate size of the dining room and 
kitchen. This work is now under way, 
and will cost somewhat under ono thou- 
sand dollars. The now dining room 
will seat between thirty and forty per- 
sons. 

The contract for the nurses' home has 
been awarded to H. 11. Hunt, who will 
commence work immediately. This 
beautiful structure will he oroctod on 
the high ground east of the main build- 
ing. will command an extonsive view, 
and will bo in every respect a restful 
homo. 

A committee has been appointed to 
design a suitable badge, to he presented 
to the nurses as they graduate. Such a 
badge, from an institution whose nurses 
have already earned a high reputation, 
will be an added incentive to all who 
may acquire it. 

At the last meeting of tho Executive 
Committee it was announced that a 
generous friend of the hospital had sig- 
nified his intention to erect a surgical 
ward. This is n matter of great import- 
ance. and is hailed with intenso satisfac- 
tion. The ovor-crowding of tho malo 
ward last winter proved the need of en- 
larged accommodations. While tho 
building of a ward to ho doyoted exclu- 
sively to surgical cases is needed for se- 
curing the best results, it will also re- 
lieve tho pressure for room in the gener- 
al wards. A committeo of the Staff, con- 
sisting of Drs. Loring, Porter, Utloy, 
Eiton and the Superintendent, have boon 
appointed to confer with tho donor, and 
consider all questions relating to the new 
buildiug, its location, plan and equip- 
ment. 


The Seashore Tendency. 

Every year finds a larger numbor of 
people goiug to the soashoro during the 
hot months of summer, from our inland 
towns. The change works wonders iu 
the heaith of the family, and it is coming 
to be a thing that is considered economi- 
cal to do. Gradually the available locali- 
ties along the New England shores are 
being occupied as summer resorts, until 
it is said that, within fiye years, an 
available tract of land will hardly be left 
for this purpose. This year another one 
of the historic spots in New England has

A beautiful spot this is, with fine views, 
bracing air, good beach, and deep water 
shore: only about 8 miles south of Bos- 
ton, aud connected by electric and steam 
cars and by boat. The owners advertise 
a free trip down the harbor every day, on 
their own boat, to Wessagussett, and 
those of this city who want a lot on the 
shore would do well to take advantage 
of this offer.

The Catholics of Cincinnati gavo a re- 
mnrkublo (IcrnonRtrntion of the faith 
that ia in them when they "prnyed up 
tho stopH’* on Mount Adams. This pe- 
culiar custom has boon in vogue for 
about 80 yenrs, and the Church of tho 
Holy Cross, standing on tho brow of tho 
cliff on Mount Adams, baa become cele- 
brated far and near for tho miracles per- 
formed there. Fully 10,000 men ami 
Women “prayed up the steps” on Good 
Friday. There aro 207 of tho steps in 
all and about 85 landings. Tho pilgrims 
who visit tho chapel must remain silent 
for threo h<*irs. 

The pilgrim upon reaching the stairs 
on Third street repeats a “Hail, Mary.” 
Stepping upon the first step, sho pauses 
and repeats tho prayer. That done, sho 
steps up one and silently ropeats “Hail, 
Mary,” and thus stop by step sho prays 
to tho top, pausing on tho platform to 
repeat tho Lord's Prayer. All this time 
sho keeps in mind a certain wish sho 
hopes to havo accomplished within tho 
year. Arriving at the church, tho tyire- 
footed monks bless them, and they go 
about their business. 

Ono of the fair penitents said most of 
tho young ladies pray for husbands. Tho 
married women pray for their wayward 
children. Those having Rick friends pray 
for their recovery. It is Raid cases of 
rheumatiRm havo been cured by tho 
patients “praying up tho steps.” Every 
Good Friday the steps aro blocked with 
penitents from noon to dark. — Cor. St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat. 


Comment on Political Nows. 

It is with extreme regret that the men 
who aro urgent for tho reform of tho 
civil servico read of tho wholesale re- 
movals of fourth class postmasters which 
aro being made by tho ready ax of 
Headsman Maxwell. Tho feeling is just 
as strong against this vicious practice as 
it was against tho same policy under 
Clarkson, and prominent men who sup- 
ported Cleveland havo no moro charity 
for tho evil under a Democratic than un- 
der a Republican administration. In 
fact, tho assurances which have been 
given of tho purpose to extond the civil 
servico rules and to follow tho spirit of 
tho civil servico law makes such doings 
as Maxwell’s all tho moro exasperating. 

Ono of tho active Mugwumps of the 
campaign of 1884, who has supported 
Cleveland ever since, speaking today of 
Maxwell’s policy, said that “ho ought to 
be snaked out of his office.” It is already 
proposed to enter a formal and vigorous 
public protest against this policy of re- 
moval for political reasons, and unless 
there is a cliango tho administration will 
loso rapidly in the good will which it 
evoked when it was said that tho claims 
of offico hunters would not bo suffered 
to interfere with tho public business.— 
Springfield Republican. 


A Reprehensible Practice. 

Nepotism is bad enough, but there is a 
practice that lias worked its way into the 
government which is worse. It is nepo- 
tism in its most reprehensible form. It 
is tho practice of senators, representa- 
tives, cabinet officials and government 
officials in general of fastening their rel- 
atives upon tho public treasury. An ex- 
ample is tho United States senator whose 
wife’s mother, sisters and a lot of cous- 
ins aro all in tho departments. There 
aro several similar cases, besides cases 
of congressmen who havo thrust their 
relatives into the public service in a vari- 
ety of ways. 

Cabinet officers havo their sons thus 
fastened upon tho treasury. It is bad 
enough for seuators to make (heir rel- 
atives clerks to senate committees and 
otherwise provido for them in document 
rooms and other places, where they will 
bo remembered in at least ono of tho ■ 
numerous appropriations at tho close of ] 
tho session, but tho practice of coloniz- 
ing them in the departments is the worst 
land of nepotism.— Washington Letter. 


Would Dio Kutlicr Than T«\st Ify. 

Mrs. Carrie E. Welch, about 25 years 
of ago, entered station 2, Cambridgoport, 
lato Tuesday night and dropped a note 
on tho captain’s desk. It was an an- 
nouncement that tho writer intended to 
take her life rather than testify in tho 
divorco case of her parents, which was 
to bo called tho following day. “You 
will find my body,” said tho note, “in 
the Charles river near tho Western ave- 
nue bridge.”

A new appointoo gener- 
ally has an exaggerated and exalted no- 
tion of his own importance. It takes 
timo and tho natural shiftings of tho 
tides to bring him to a realizing sense of 
tho position ho occupies and its relation 
to others. Mr. Olney is an able lawyer 
and a man of great ability, hut ho has 
never boforo held public offico and is in- 
clined to ho both petulant and arrogant.

Not ,T ust Right. 

Hero is a little story for which every 
render may furnish his owu moral. In 
a Now England city a bright young 
woman who earns her own living had 
saved $75 with which to go to tho 
World’s fair. A few weeks ago a sen- 
sational Boston newspaper started a 
contest for freo trips to tho fair. Tho 
young woman’s friends thought they 
would surpriao her with one of these 
freo trips. They began buying tho 
newspaper coupons and sending them in 
to bo credited to her. 

Some indiscreet friend let her know 
what was going on. As her friends wero 
spending so much money for her benefit 
sho felt bound in honor to assist. In the 
end her $75 went into tho pool, and in 
tho total over $400 wero spent, but this 
sum was not quito enough. Tho free 
trip went to somebody who had 20,500 
coupons against her 20,000. Sho gets 
nothing for tho $-100 spent in her behalf, 
and sho will not go to tho fair. Hun- 
dreds more tried and failed. Tho news- 
paper pocketed thousands of dollars for 
which it makes no return. But did tho 
newspaper get this money honestly?— 
Buffalo Courier. 


The Treaty With Russia. 

Tho principal point of objection in the 
proposed treaty with Russia is the ex- 
ceedingly loose definition of political of- 
fenses in article 8, which exposes a large 
class of peoplo who come to this country 
for a refugo from political, social and 
religious oppression to tho malicious 
machinations of a foreign power, which 
affords no such guarantees of a fair and 
just trial under tho law as those which 
constitute the chief pride and privilege 
of tho American people. 

Standing as this nation does for uni- 
versal liberty and human rights, wo 
stultify our own principles and deny our 
own history when we deprive one worthy 
refugee who has been persecuted out of 
his native land of the guardianship of 
our beneficent laws and the protection of 
our courts of justice. Under this treaty 
tho Russian government can como into 
this country by means of its agents and 
pursue any Russian whom it may see fit 
to charge with an extraditable offense 
, and demand his immediato surrender, 

! even though ho has become a fully natu- 
j ralized American citizen. — New York 
Mail and Express. 


Ungullunt. Criticism of Gludstoue. 

An edifying exhibition of judicial taste 
and humor was given by Sir Richard 
Haringtou at a church defense meeting 
at Hereford recently. Tho county court 
judge presided, and in closing tho meet- 
ing ho remarked that there was only ono 
person in the universo who would ho dis- 
satisfied with their proceedings. 

“That person was usually described as 
an old gentlemen. Ho did not mean Mr. 
Gladstone. Ho meant tho devil." Sir 
Richard’s elegant persiflage was a fitting 
supplement to that of Mr. W. Morris, 
who, speakiug on tho sumo day at a 
meeting held under tho presidency of the 
bishop of Hereford, suggested that if Mr. 
Gladstone persisted with tho Welsh sus- 
pensory hill “ho might bo accused, prob- 
ably rightly accused, of treading iu the 
steps of Judas Iscariot.” Mr. Morris, 
however, is but a layman. — Loudon 
Truth. 


For Ho Might Havo Ilcen a Russian. 

The case of Lup Chue, the Chiuawau 
who was arreBtod for violating tho 
United States registration law, was heard 
before United States Commissioner A. J. 
Williams yesterday. Judge Blandiu, the 
attorney for Lup Chuo, charged that the 
state could not prove that Lup Chue was 
a Chinaman. There was no expert testi- 
mony to demonstrate that Lup Chue was 
not a Japanese, or u Russian, or a Turk, 
or any other nationality. Tho state was 
utterly unablo to show what constituted 
a Chinaman, and Lup Chue wus dis- 
charged. — Cleveland Plain Deulur.

There seems to have been a misstate- 
ment iu asserting that Mr. Astor will 
take up his permanent residence in Eng- 
land. Mr. Aster’s tiuanciul interests 
will demand his frequent presence iu 
New York. Mrs. Astor will, however, 
bo more constantly in this country, 
whero she has received tho most friendly 
attention from the aristocracy. It wus 
noticed thut ut the drawing room Mrs. 
Astor was received into tho inner circle 
as a special mark of tho queen’s favor.—

Warning Word* From n Woman. 

I Mrs. Jnno G. Austin, who hns been 
' decidedly opposed to tho suffrage movc- 
j tnent, writes to the Boston Transcript: 

I I am roally afraid that the inexorablo 
logic of events is going to lay upon tho 
nlroady overburdened shoulders of wom- 
en tho added burden of suffrage. 

If public officials generally wero wom- 
en, would they play with tho lives of 
men and women as gamblers play with 
dice? Or if women were voters would 
they allow such officials to remain in 
power? 

A few weeks ngo scores of tho wards 
of a neighboring state wore burned to 
death becauso tho men in charge of them 
provided maniacs with matches and then 
locked them up without firo escapes. 
Would women have created rucIi stu- 
pendous folly? Or when tho crisis camo 
would women havo lost their heads and 
been unable to devise some means of ex- 
tricating those wretched victims? I guess 
not! 

When political selfishness and greed 
become official inhumanity and brutal- 
ity, it is timo for tho underlying forces 
of onr community to rise up and como 
to tho front. Nobody, I imagine, doubts 
that women, if they chooso to assert 
themselves, can do anything they see fit 
to do, from knitting off tho heads of 
kings and queens to preventing cruelty 
to animals, children and poor old worn- 
I en, hut it would bo so much better, Oyo 
men, if you would behavo yourselves de- 
cently in the position wo havo conceded 
to you and not put all tho work of the 
common household upon our poor shoul- 
ders! 


Tho Rottla Fiends In Timo of Suspense. 

Within the memory of man there has 
not been a mysterious disappearance at 
sea without tho subsequent finding of a 
corked bottle floating or thrown upon 
land, containing what has purported to 
bo a message from tho sinking ship. This 
happened as usual in tho caso of tho lost 
Whito Star liner Naronic. On a beach 
near the mouth of Chesapeake hay a 
champagne bottlo was found, inclosing 
a paper telling that tho Naronic struck 
an iceberg early in tho morning of Feb. 
19 in a blinding snowstorm, and at that 
timo was sinking. While it is not im- 
possible that the Naronic may have met 
her fate ut tho time and in tho way men- 
tioned, it is practically impossible that 
this bottle with its message could come 
from that vessel. 

Tho ship on tho 19th of February 
would have been in tho neighborhood of 
the Grand Banks, from which point tho 
ocean currents would havo carried a 
floating objec t anywhere rather than to 
the coast of Virginia. Moreover, if tho 
bottlo were fairly launched on the Lab- 
rador current, a trip of 1,100 miles in 83 
days would bo next to incredible. Tho 
practical joker did not calculate with 
exactness in this instance. — Boston Com- 
monwealth. 


The Queen Doesn’t Count In Politics. 

We aro a self governing country. The 
occupant of tho throne reigns, but does 
not rule. Tho queen’s political opinions 
are her own. They havo no moro to do 
with those of tho electors than those of 
any other lady in tho realm. Her maj- 
esty’s subjects neither know nor, with 
all respect bo it said, care what she 
thinks upon homo rule or upon any 
other political issue. On such matters 
they take tho liberty to act upon their 
own opinions, nnd no revolutionist can 
do a worse servico to the crown thnn hv 
attempting to make political party cap- 
ital by asserting that sho favors one 
party and disfavors another. 

In 1880 there were many reasons why 
the Tories wero defeated. Not tho least 
of them was that Lord Beaconsfield en- 
deavored to convey an impression that 
tho queen was strongly opposed to their 
defeat. Yet, unwarned hv experience, 
it is obvious that it is intended to appeal 
to the country to put an end to Mr. 
Gladstone’s government by asking it to 
regard this government us injurious to 
tho queen's health becauso sho is so fer- 
vent a Conservative and Unionist. — Lou- 
don Truth. 

Ilecuuso Hu Ih n Jew. 

However viewed, the refusal of the 
Union Leaguo club to admit Theodore 
Seligmau to memberships reprehensible, 
unmanly aud nn- American. How the 
well fed and well satisfied gentlemen 
who lounge in tho stuffed cliuirs of the 
Fifth avenue palace expect the Republic- 
an party to become popular and keep 
in touch with tho peoplo when tho Union 
Leaguo club, tho representative organiza- 
tion of tho country, deliberately anil 
unitodly rejects as a member a well rec- 
ommended young man of signal abili- 
ties, clean life, and tho son of so eminent 
a philanthropist as Jesse Boligman, in 
beyond comprehension.

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SEPARATE THE GRADES. 


There seems to be no reason now why 
the work of doing away with the grade 
crossings on the main Hue of the Boston 

Albany railroad should not be pushed 
forward at onco, without any more de- 
lays. The plan recommended by the 
Railroad Commission is substantially iu 
accord with the plaus of the company 
and there soems to be a general agree- 
ment among the members of the City 
Council in favor of the same plan. The 
city has expended a good deal of money 
iu the investigation of the plans pre- 
sented, and while it may have been 
worth while, it caused a delay of a year 
in the commencement of the work. But 
there is no need of further delays. We 
may not all like the plan, but it is wise 
to take what we cau get, in this world, 
and anything would be better than the 
present couditiou of things. 

Let any reader who thinks grade cross- 
ings are not a nuisance stand at the 
Centre street crossiug for a few hours, 
and he will see what a great interruption 
to traffic of every kind the trains are. 
At some hours of every day there will be 
twenty teams and any number of people 
waiting while the gates are down for 
two aud even three trains to pass before 
th*^ are lifted, and the loss of time 
amounts to a great item to every one 
doing business in the city. Eyery in- 
going tram during the day keeps the 
gates down for about five minutes at a 
Arne, not to speak of the long aud slow 
moving freight trains, and the numerous 
express aud outward local trains. 
Pedestrians do not lose bo much time, 
for most of them are reckless and dodge 
through between the trains, of course 
exposing themselves to the danger of 
inutaut death every time they do, aud it 
is only by good luck and the watchful- 
ness of the gate teuders that horrible 
accidents are not of daily occurrence. 
This same thing is true of every cross- 
ing on the main line. People who have 
visited Springfield recently are fully as 
enthusiastic as the aldermen were last 
year, over the way tbe grades have been 
separated there and the very haudsome 
stone bridge that haB been built, and 
bridges of the same attractive style are 
promised for Newtou. The elevation of 
the tracks would not really be as objec- 
tionable as it would seem, as on the 
levels the tracks will hardly be above the 
present board fences, and after they 
have been raised a year people will for- 
get that they ever objected to such a 
measure. The main thing is to get rid 
of the grade crossings and tbe manner is 
of secondary importance. 


The Boulevard Commission has since 
its appointment held a great number of 
hearings and the members have given 
a great deal of time to the consideration 
of what will be best for the futuie inter- 
ests of the city, with a due regard to 
economy, aud the least expenditure of 
money to accomplish tbe best results, 
It is understood that they have so far 
accomplished the purpose for which they 
were appointed, that they are preparing 
their report aud that it will bo present- 
ed to the Board of Aldermen next Mou- 
day evening. This is certainly commend- 
able promptness, and the report will 
show something of the great amount of 
work they have done. They will recom- 
meud, it is stated, the acceptance of the 
Newton Boulevard, accordiug to the 
plans described in the Graphic some 
weeks ago, from t he Boston line to 
Centre street, aud they have also goue 
farther than this, aud considered the ex- 
tension of the boulevard to Auburn street 
aud will report what the property owu- 
ers along the route from Centre street to 
Auburn street are willing to do in this 
matter This would give the city a 
haudsome boulevard, midway betweeu 
the railroad tracks on either side of the 
city, aud would open up the oust desir- 
ably situated laud in tbe ciiy for resi- 
dential purposes. It is also probable 
that the City Engineer will preseul 
figures showing the probable cost to the 
city of its part of the construction of the 
boulevard, so that the aldermeu cau 
h tve something definite to go upou, 


The question of national ownership of 
the companies that serve tbe public con- 
veuieuce is oue that is more aud more 
engaging public atteutiou, aud sufii 
ownership will uot bo delayed by tbe 
arbitraiy attitude of such companies iu 
dealing with the municipalities, which 
give them a free use of the public streets, 
oftentimes to tbe great iucouveuieuce of 
tbe public. .Such companies owe their 


existence to their franchises, and yet 
they are vorv unwilling to render any 
equivalent therefor. Take the Telephone 
company, tor Instance, whose struggles 
to get leave to erect thoir poles on cer- 
tain streets in West Nowton, the past 
winter, attracted a good deal of atten- 
tion. and which is constantly asking 
favors of this kind of the city. In roturn 
for these favors the company is willing 
to furnish telephones to tbe city at the 
usual rates. Yet tho Telephone com- 
pany is only one of many private corpora- 
tions whosa very existonce depends on 
getting permits to use the public streets. 
The Nationalist* claim that all these 
should be owned by the government, 
which could eitlior serve the people at 
cost, or chargo tho usual rates and pay 
all tho government expenses. 

Col. A. A. Pope of bicycle fame does 
not liko the idea of taxing bicycles, as 
has been done by tho assessors of Lowell, 
and in a lettor to tho newspapers makes 
a very ingenuous plea, claiming that the 
bicyclo is the means of transportation of 
tho poor man, to cuable him to ride to 
and from his work, and that tho assessors 
had better spend their time in searching 
for the stocks and bonds of tho rich ; also 
that as tho value of bicycles vary, no 
fixed sum could be decided on as a tax. 
There is something in this side of the 
question, but ns the actual cost to the 
makers of a $150 machine is said to be 
about $50, how would it do for tho as- 
sessors to take that as the value. It 
would not seem to be much more difficult 
to get at the real value of a wheol than 
of any other property. As for the great 
majority of wheels being owned by poor 
men, this is hardly the case in Nowton. 
A moderate tax upou bicycles would 
seem to be no more unjust than the tax 
ou auy other kind of personal property, 
and in most cases it would not involve 
auy particular hardship, and would not 
interfere with the sale of tho machines. 
It would give the owners the pleasure of 
feeling that they were heipiug to pay the 
expenses of government. 

The question has been asked as to the 
cost of caring for streets ou which there 
are electric railways, whether it is great- 
er than before the railroads were started. 
We have taken the trouble to look the 
matter up, and the highway officials say 
that it costs one third more to care for 
Washington street and keep it in repair, 
than it would without the car tracks. 
The teams now are for a large part of 
the way coufiued to a narrow space on 
either side of the tracks, and the space 
is very soon worn down and made un- 
even, and repairs are needed, when be- 
fore the tracks were laid teams were 
scattered over the streets, and when once 
the street was in repair it lasted for a 
whole season. The same thing has 
proved true of Walnut street. In this 
way the streot cars add an appreciable 
sum to the expense of caring for our 
streets, and many think that the streot 
railway companies should at least pay 
for this added expense. Whether the 
taxes they pay into the city treasury are 
sufficient to counterbalance this loss to 
the city is an interesting question, that 
might have something to do with the 
matter. 

Councilman Tolman’s recommenda- 
tion that the city should take under the 
park act, Keurick, Walnut aud Waban 
Parks, ought to be adopted. There 
would probably be uo expense connected 
with this, as the land has been open so 
many years, save the expeuse of caring 
for them, which would not bo heavy. 
The condition of Keurick aud Waban 
Parks is not creditable to tbe city, as 
they are at present left uncared for, and 
during the summer present a rather 
forlorn appearance. Walnut Park is 
cared for by the resideuts, who hire a 
mau to keep it in order and share the ex- 
pense, aud if this was done with the 
other two parks, there would be no im- 
mediate necessity of action by tho City 
Couucil, although it would bo much bet- 
ter to have the ownership of the land 
definitely settled, and tbe responsibility 
for their care placed with the city. A 
well kept park, even if it is a small one, 
is always a great addition to the beauty 
of a neighborhood, while a neglected one 
is the reverse. Mr. Tolman’s recom- 
mendation is certainly a wise one. 

Judging from some rumors one hears 
there are grave doubts whether the side- 
walk ordinance will pass the Common 
Couucil when it comes up for final aetiou. 
Some of the members who voted for it 
are said to have expressed their inten- 
tion of changing to the negative, and 
hope to defeat it. Citizens who are at 
all interested in this matter, so import- 
ant to the good uatne of the oily, should 
hasten to labor with their representatives 
iu tbe lower brauch and make them see 
that there is a strong public sentiment 
behind this ordinance, which they can 
not afford to disregard. We have had 
child’s play over this matter long enough, 
it is time that Newtou had au ordinance 
regarding clean sidewalks, t lie same as 
every other city iu the Commonwealth, 
aud uot allow our sidewalks iu winter to 
be iu a couditiou that would disgrace tbe 
smallest couutry town iu the stute. A 
little timely effort now ou the part of 
public spirited citizeus would bruce up 
the backsliders, aud euable us to mage a 
beginning iu the matter. 

The new city hall project is more or 
less talked about, especially in Newton- 
ville, whose resideuts want all tbe im- 
portant city buildings located in their 
waid, but there is no probability that 
auy immediate steps will be taken 
towards tbe buildiug for some years, at 
least, until tbe expensive undertakings 
now on baud, such as the removal of 
grade crossings, widening of Washing- 
ton street, the new boulevard aud parks, 
sewers aud other mailers are disposed 
j of. Tbe new city hall is a luxury that 
' oau wait.

Fern Makes Reparation. 

Secretary Greslmm has been fortunate 
enough to score a success within the first 
six weeks of his service at the head of 
tho department of state. 

Peru has promised full reparation for 
the recent attack upon our consular 
agency at Mollendo, and as an earnest of 
her purposo has already removed from 
offico tho subprefect of tho department 
in which tho assault occurred. Minister 
Hicks, in reporting tho affair, spoke of 
the person who had been wounded as an 
acting consular agent, and since Mr. 
Griffith is our accredited representative 
at Mollendo a native of Peru may havo 
been in temporary charge of tho con- 
sulate during tho outbreak of mob vio- 
lence. But Mr. Gresham’s demand for 
reparation was based on the offense com- 
mitted against the government as well 
as on the injury to person and property. 

Prompt as that demand was, tho re- 
sponse of Peru has been equally quick 
and unequivocal. She has expressed her 
regret for tho occurrence, so that tho 
apology due to tho government is prac- 
tically complete, aud tho proper amount 
of indemnity can easily bo settled. This 
little incident, sprung upon tho new state 
department and rapidly disposed of, may 
have an indirect influence much beyond 
its intrinsic importance as a practical 
experience of the value of courteous 
frankness and vigor in dealing with for- 
eign nations. — New York Sun. 


Saronic Insurance. 

The marine insurance companies on 
this side of the Atlantic have given np 
all hope of the Naronic, and tho New 
York Mutual and tho Atlantic Mutual 
insurance companies have begun to pay 
off their policies on tho Naronic’s cargo. 

“Law and custom do not compel us 
to pay until after a year and a day,” said 
the president of the New York Mutual 
Insurance company, “but we aro satis- 
fied that tho Naronic iB lost. The rulo 
on this side that marine insurance com- 
panies should not pay for losses until 
tlio lapse of a year and a day sprang in- 
to existence in the days when there 
were only sailing vessels. Then there 
was good reason for the rule, but in 
theso days of steamships there can bo no 
reason for any such delay.” 

The president of tho Atlantic Mutual 
Insurance company said that they con- 
sidered tho vessel lost, and there was nc 
use of waiting longer to settle up with 
the policy holders.

It is 
tho custom of tho majority of girls who 
enter to buy fivo cents’ worth of candy 
to eat from tho trays about as much 
moro.

When ho 
had almost arrived at the place, a largo 
yellow dog bey an to follow him, but tho 
dog snenked behind, nnd ns tho poet was 
too much wrapped in his thoughts to 
look around ho did not know that what 
was perhaps the most hideous dog in 
Paris was at his heels. 

When tho poet rang at M. de Sainte- 
Aulairo’a door, the dog watched his 
chance, nnd ns the door was opened 
slipped into tho house*. Tho servant sup- 
posed tho dog was tho newcomer’s, and 
the poet supposed that it belonged to tho 
houso. 

The host nnd his family were warm 
admirers of Musset and gave him a hearty 
welcome, though they gazed askance at 
tho horrible yellow dog, which had curled 
its long lew, down on a beautiful rug 
woven by the young lady of tho family 
as a present to her grandmother. 

“Extraordinary taste in pets,” said tho 
host to himcelf. “But to a greut poet 
anything may ho pardoned.’” 

“Strange,” said Musset to himself, 
“that an elegant family like this should 
keep such a hideous cur!” 

When presently tho poet had been in- 
vited to remain to dinner and tho dog 
had promptly accompanied the family 
and their guest to the dining room, the 
master of the house was in grave doubt 
whether “anything could ho pardoned to 
a poet.” The animal rushed around the 
table, grabbing a piece of food, frighten- 
ing the venerable grandmother almost to 
death, and acting liko the miserable, hun- 
gry vagabond that he was. 

Tho hostess, by way of delicate com- 
pliment to her guest, caused a large plate 
of food to he placed for the dog. The 
animal ate it in a minute’s time and gal- 
loped around the table for more. He 
harked ferociously when one of tho fami- 
ly declined to givo him a pieco of meat 
that ho saw on a plate.

Many persona will perhaps breathe a 
sigh of relief ou hearing that Volapuk is 
doomed in this country at least. French 
business won will havo none of it. Its 
most energetic apostle and propagator 
has been sent away from the Paris head- 
quarters of the Volapukists and is now 
filling an important post as professor of 
German in a provincial college. This 
being tho cuso, tho members of the 
French association of Volapukists have 
decreed the dissolution of their society. 
Nevertheless they had at one time great 
hopes of success, and their strungo jur- 
gon was almost elevated for a while to 
the rank of n fashionable fad. 

Lectures in tho new lunguuge, which 
was to undo all the damage wrought by 
the Babel affair long ago, wero attended 
by numerous students of both sexes, 
und small sheets in the strange com- 
pound of tongues wero disseminated 
every week among adepts and tho gen- 
eral public. By degrees tho craze died 
out, uud tho number of Volapukists iu 
Paris dwindled dowu to u few enthu- 
siastic persons full of sentiments peculiar 
to those who cling through thick uud 
thin to lost cuuses.— Paris Letter.

To which he 
is said to have replied, iu substuuoe, that 
if senators chose they might reject the 
nomination, aud he would see them later. 
This had the effect of produciug a sober 
second thought, and Eckels was con- 
firmed. Persons who know the new 
comptroller say lie will astonish Wall 
street und other fiuuucial centers before 
he bus been long iu oftice.— Washington 
Letter.

Tho board of aldermen met Monday 
night, with all the mombors present, and 
Mayor Fenno presiding. There was a 
large attendance of prominent citizens 
interested in the new boulevard. 

Mayor Fenno said it was his painful 
duty to announce tho death of Mr. Adams 
K. Tolman, a former member of the 
board of aldermen and a member of tho 
water board, a citizen whoso loss would 
be deeply felt by the community. A 
committee consisting of Aldermen Doth- 
fold, Hunt and Roffe was appointed to 
draft resolutions. 

An invitation from Charles Ward Post 
to tako part In the exercises of Memorial 
Day was received and accepted. 

Mr. E. T. Wiswall, a member of the 
board of hoalth for five years, was re- 
ceived. 

boyd’s pond. 

Mayor Fenno stated that the General 
Court had passed an act for the abate- 
ment of the Boyd’s pond nuisance, and 
tho matter was referred to the Committee 
on Finance with instruction to report at 
an early day. 

WARD ONE. 

The General Court passed an act, 
signed May 8, 1893, for the divisiou of 
Ward One into precincts in a different 
manner from at present, but the board 
of assessors had stated that the assess- 
ment of polls and estates had gone so 
far on tho present system that a change 
this year would present serious difficul- 
ties. Referred to the committee on elec- 
tions. 

John H. Wnltou was appointed a 
special policeman to sorve without pay 
on certain land on Mechanic street, Ward 
Five. 

The report of the 

BOULEVARD COMMISSION 

was read by City Clork Kingsbury, and 
will be found in another column. It was 
referred to the Highway Committee. 

The Needham street railway directors 
•.sent in an agreement accepting the loca- 
tion granted them. 

Papers from the Common Council 
were received and referred in concur- 
rence. 

SIDEWALK ORDINANCE. 

When the ordinance relating to clean- 
ing sidewalks in Wards One and Soveu 
came up on a verbal amendment, Aider- 
man Thompson rose to a question of 
irivilege and asked if it was true as had 
een stated that it was illegal for the 
city to clean the sidewalks. 

Alderman Bothfeld said his statement 
had been misunderstood. It was illegal 
to clean the walks and assess the cost ou 
the estates, but it could be paid for out 
of the geueral tax levy. 

Alderman Thompson said ho favored 
having the city do the work. He fore- 
saw that it would be a constant source of 
trouble to try to have the abuttors do 
the work. 

Alderman Plummer said the citizens of 
Wards One and Seven were by a groat 
majority in favor of the ordinance and 
he favored lettiug them have it. 

The ordinance was passed to be en- 
rolled, Aldermau Thompson only voting 
no. 

Hearings were opened on taking land 
for sewers in unaccepted streets. 

Albert Gay sent a letter protesting 
against laying a sewer on Austin street, 
and stated that if the land was eutered 
upon, he should require all the damages 
that could be recovered by legal process. 

T. M. Clark said the city had uo right 
of way over his land ou Austin street ex- 
tension, and he did not wish to give one. 

No one appeared on the hearings on 
Chesley Road, Otis place, Worcester 
street aud Allston street, nor on the 
hearing for the rounding off of the South 
east corner of Margin and Putnam 
streets. 

An arc light was asked for on Ceutral 
avenue. 

W. L. Thompson and othors asked for 
two street lamps on Boylston street. 

Residents of Russell court asked for a 
drain and sewer. 

Wm Kellogg gave notice of intention 
to build house on Huonewell Terrace, 
V. M. Cutler, house on Waverley avenue, 
And W. S Bacon bouse on Hyde avenue. 

3. W. French was grauted license to 
build brick block on Centre street, New- 
ton, in place of the wooden structure re- 
cently burned. 

The Pettoe Machine works and other 
companies and citizens asked thatWm 
A. Leonard, the oldest police officer in 
the ward, might be appointed day police- 
rman at Upper Falls. 

Residents of Knowles street asked to 
bave tho street accepted as a public way. 

HOSIER STREET. 

Alderman Koffe presented a remon- 
strance from Mrs. Macomber. aud J. T. 
and Howard Carlton, owners of tho only 
two houses ou Homer street, between 
Cedar aud Walnut, protesting against 
changing the location of the street rail- 
way from the centre to the side of the 
street, and the hearing ou the question 
was opened. 

Mr. H. B. Parker said the sewer ou the 
street had been dug up several times aud 
uow was being dug up agaiu, ami if the 
road wailed for the sewer to he finished 
it would he late in the summer before 
cars could run. He supposed he had the 
assent of all the landowners, hut Mrs. 
Macomber had withdraw!) hers, aud the 
Messrs. Carlton, whose estate was bond- 
ed to Mr. Bell, stated that Mr. Bell ouly 
had a conditional interest in the proper- 
ty. 

Alderman Koffe asked if the location 
ou the side would be permanent or tern- 
poriry. 

Mr. Parker said it was ouly temporary 
as the road would probably change to 
he new boulevard when thar was built. 

Mr. Macomber asked why the tracks 
were turned to the side befo 
don was granted. 

Mr. Parker suul that was a mistake of 
4 he contractor, he had been.ordored to 
stop at Cedar street, with laying the 
turnout, but he had gone ahead ou the 
fttde aud the city outhorities had very 
properly stopped the work. 

Aldermau Bothfeld asked if Mr. Parker 
was aware that the contractor aud his 
foreman said they were ouly following 
the order of the president of the coni- 
pauy. 

Mr. Parker said they had evidently 
anisuuderatood bis directions. 

Mr. W B. Young said he had 000 feet 
tfrontage on the street aud Mr. Wm. 
Morton had 400 feet, aud they had uo 
objections to having the track ou their 
aide, hut they did object to the track in 
the center of the street, as it was ouly a 
•iu foot street, aud the track would 


uore perrnis- 


interfero seriously with the use of the 
street for teams. They di f object, how- 
ever, to the tracks turning in nnd out 
in the manner planned. 

Mr. Parker said this was necessary by 
reason of the curve. 

Mr. Geo. W. Morse said every location 
was temporary, and could be changed any- 
time by order of the board. The com- 
pany could not ask for a temporary loca- 
tion, but tho aldermen could grant one. 
There wore only two houses on the 
street, and they set hack fifty feet. Tho 
sower had blocked the street for a year, 
and there was no telling how much 
longer it would do so. 

Mr. Carlton said the sewer would pre- 
vent the building on the side, as tho ties 
would extend over the trench. 

Alderman Roffe osked if there would 
bo any objection to gt anting the location 
for one year. 

Mr. Carlton said he should object. 

Mr. Macomber raid it would be impos- 
sible to build on the side at present, ou 
account of the sewer, but probably in a 
week, the road could be built in tho 
centre. We have been blocked up by 
the sowers for a year, have had the gas 
cut off for a year, and the water at times 
for two wooks, and now the railroad 
comes and wants to block us up com- 
pletely. Mr. Parker has offered to move 
our hitching post to the other side of the 
street as it would be impossible to let a 
carriage stand in front of the house, and 
he also offered to build a driveway, but 
we do uot wish it. 

After some further discussion the 
hearing was closed and the matter re- 
ferred to the street railway committee, 
and later m the eveuing they reported iu 
favor of giviug the company leave to 
withdraw, as the sewer will bo finished 
in a week, and they thought the resi- 
dents should not bo subjected to auy 
further inconvenience. 

WOODBINE STREET. 

Alderman Plummer presented a petition 
signed by W. H. Blood. Nathan Mosmati 
and others, asking that Woodbine street 
be filled iu, as the stagnant water was a 
menace to health. Mr. Plummer said 
that the residents had spent a good dual 
of money on their places, and the stag- 
nant water was only twenty yards from 
the city gravel pit, so that the low ground 
could be easily filled in. Tho residents 
were fearful that the place would cause 
malaria. 

Residents of Mt. Ida street and vicinity 
asked to have the grade of the street 
changed to do away with the steps which 
were a constant source of danger. 

George Brewer of Upper Falls was 
granted an innholder's license. 

II. W. Fauuing was grauted license to 
build addition to house ou Chestnut 
street. Ward Five. 

L. C. Carter asked for one street lamp 
on Washington Park, aud to have tho 
location of another lamp changed, to 
better light the street. 

The Newton Street Railway Company 
was granted license to build addition for 
storage of cars on Washington street. 

Residents of Pelham street, asked for 
edge stones on the south side of the 
street. 

Frank Edmands was grauted license, 
on recommendation of Alderman Roffe, 
to move building from corner of Lake 
avenue and Crystal street to the corner 
of Newbury street. 

The N. E. Telephone Company was 
granted license to run wire across Tre- 
mont street at Wayerley avenue, for Mr. 
W. P. Ellison’s telephone. The same 
company asked for liceuse to run wire on 
Centre street, by attaching it to trees, 
but Chief Bixby said this would bo dan- 
gerous, and it was referred to license 
committee. 

L. E. CoffiD gave notice of intention to 
build house on Newtonville avenue, J. E. 
Russell, house on Berkeley street: E. L. 
Estabrook was granted liceuse to build 
stable on Sewall street. 

W. E. Glover was granted liceuse to 
build carriage house ou Henshaw street. 

Residents of Newtonville avenue, on 
the west side of Mt. Ida aud of Lewis 
street, asked for a main drain and sewer. 

J. C. Rockford gave notice of intention 
to build house on Cabot street. 

A petition from abuttors was received 
asking to have Allston street from Wash- 
ington street to Greenwood avenue made 
a public road. It has been cared for by 
abuttors for twenty years, aud now has 
some $00,000 in assessed property abutt- 
ing upou it, aud tho residents wishod to 
derive some benefits from the taxes they 
pay to the city. 

A. R. Mitchell and other owners of 
property ou Court street asked that the 
accepted portion of che street be graded, 
and the new city government make good 
the broken pledges of the former city 
council. 

Higgins Sc Nickerson asked for use of 
10 feet by 150 on Prescott street, while 
building: referred to highway committee. 

Matthew Burns gave notice of inten- 
tion to build house on Clinton street. 

T. M Clark, for the Newton Camera 
Club gave notice of intention to build 
club house ou private way, near the 
Hook it Ladder houke. 

Hearings were appointed for June 5th 
before the aldermen aud June 12, before 
the Common Council, for taking lauds 
for Bewer on Columbus place, Hvdo 
avenue and Lake avenue. 

Orders were passed for building of 
sewers on Allstou street, Chesley road, 
Worcester street, Clafliu place, Gay 
street, Green court, Green street, private 
way off California street. Hillside Ter- 
race, Austin street, Otis place, and 
Worcester street. 

The sum of $69,000 was appropriated 
for ’ho expenses of the city during June. 

An order was passed authorizing the 
committee on military affairs to make 
arrangements for the celebration of 
Memorial Day, and appropriating $150 
for the same. 

OAK UILL POLICE. 

Aldermau Roffe presented a petition 
from the lesidents of Oak Hill, asking 
for police protection iu view of the 
numerous burglaries iu that section. He 
said that the Oak hill people seldom 
came to ask for anything, although they 
paid their taxes regularly, but this case 
needed atteutiou, and it was ouly right 
that their request should he grauted. 
There had been many burglaries there of 
late, some of them entailing serious 
losses, and the police had their regular 
beats and seldom were seen in that sec- 
tion. 

Mayor Feuno said the police appropria- 
tion was very limited and there was a 
very large territory to cover. The peti- 
tion was referred to the police com- 
mittee. 

A hearing was appointed for Juue 5th, 
on taking the N. E. corner of Webster 
and Elm streets, fora rounded corner. 

An order was passed taking land on 
the South east corner of Putuam aud 
Margin street. 

An order was passed for the concret- 
ing of sidewalks ou Fraukliu, Sumner. 
Gibbs, Grasmere, Liucolu, Copley, anti 
Walnut streets, Huuuewell avenue, Fair- 
view Terrace, Linder Terrace and Semi- 
nary avenue, also for crosswalks ou 
Lowell, Crafts, Horner aud Ceutre 
streets. 

The water board was authorized to lay

00 1-2 foot of pipo on ( rafts street, $45; 
125 foot on Cherry. $127; and 100 feet on 
Woodbine stroet, $140. 

THE SEWER ORDINANCE. 

An order was passed for tho ordinance 
committee to consider tho question of a 
new sewer ordinance, and report a draft 
which in thoir opinion would be best for 
all the inhabitants of the city. 

An order was pnssod appropriating 
$3,000. to he pnid to E. C. Dudley and 
Eliza Shaw, for land taken for the widen- 
ing of Beacon street, a year ago. 

Alderman Bothfeld said that no award 
wns made when the land was taken last 
yoar, and this sum was regarded by the 
assessors as a fair valuation for the land. 
The owners had by law a year in 
which to appeal, after the land was 
taken, but the year would bo up May 
24th, so that it was necessary to do 
something at once in justice to theso 
parties. 

The ordinance committee reported tho 
draft of an ordinance prohibiting city 
employes from being officers in political 
organizations, or taking part iu politi- 
cal campaigns. Passed, to bo eurolled. 

A number of wagon licenses wore 
granted. 

Nicholls, Dupec it Co. gave notice of 
intention to build house on Middlesex 
road. 

H. C. Daniels was granted license for 
seven hacks; L. A. Vnchon, for shooting 
gallery at 373 Centre street: W. H. Lowe, 
addition to building; W. H. Kerrivan, 
inn-holders license; Thomas G. Wood- 
man, building on Ellis street, also inn- 
holder's license, at Uppor Falls. 

D. Frank Young was grauted license 
to move buildiug from Centre to Cypress 
streot. 

The order granting a locatiou to tho 
Newtonville & Watertown street railway 
was ameuded, defining the starting point 
on Walnut street, as 05 feet from tho 
Newton Street Railway tracks. 

HOARD OF HEALTH. 

An order was passed appropriating 
$1900 additional for the Board of Health. 
Alderman Thompson stated that Mr. 
Hague’s contract had expired, and ho 
was now charging the city twice as much 
as before. They had advertised for bids 
but his was the only ono they had re- 
ceived, and this year the Nouantum dis- 
trict was included in the removal of 
house offal. 

HYDE SCHOOL HOUSE. 

The public property committee were 
authorized to advertise for plaus for an 
S room brick school buildiug at Newton 
Highlands. 

Radical amendments were proposed in 
the ordinance relating to the board of 
health, making the board consist of 
three members instead of five, all to be 
appointed by the mayor, and one to be a 
regular physician, after which the aider- 
men adjourned. 


Setli Low on Municipal Government. 

Every good thing in life is a growth, 
aod iu the processes of nature aud tho 
evolution of reform this is slow. Present 
evils vex us, as they ought to do, and in 
the impatience of the moment we do not 
always recognize advances achieved and 
in progress. President Low of Columbia 
College has been lecturing ou municipal 
government at Union college, aud the 
thought expressed above ran through 
his talk to the students iu Schenectady. 
Ono quarter of our population live in 
cities, and Prof. Bryce says that city 
government is the conspicuous failure in 
American politics. While we may not 
go as far as that, said Mr. Low, we may 
honestly say that it is a department in 
which we have made least progress. 

He found three causes for this lack of 
success — our general political system, tho 
manner in which towns have grown into 
cities, and the character of our elections. 
Cities are not consciously made, but are 
developments from simpler forms, and 
hence they are crudely and inadequately 
governed. But we are learning. “Tho 
work of a city is to a very great extent 
a work of busiuess,of adraiuistratiou.not 
of government. The divisiou of power 
for the sake of safety works very well in 
matters of government, hut in a city the 
scheme breaks down. In executive work 
oue man is better than a dozen. A poor 
administration will uot do as much harm 
in the long run as a board of administra- 
tion.” Thore is a power of souse in these 
words, which sum up the conclusion that 
students of municipal government are 
agreed upou. 

President Low is not of those who con- 
sider universal suffrage an undesirable 
thing. “Feelings are sometimes a surer 
guide than tho reasoning powers. It is 
an advantage to the body politic to have 
the element that feels" as well as that 
which thinks. Not ouly is universal 
suffrage inevitable, but it is inevitable, 
because it is, in the advancement of the 
world, the best thing.” It increases the 
difficulty of securing good local govern- 
ment that our cities must be adminis- 
tered in the midst of our geueral politi- 
cal system. ’‘Our population now goes 
to the polls iu city elections less than iu 
national elections, and yet the result of 
the former has more immediate effect ou 
the welfare of the citizen. The voter 
does uot cast his ballot from the stand- 
point of the good of the city, but from 
liis attitude on uatiouul questions. The 
electorate must change.their attitude be- 
fore we can exfect to improve our 
officials. The choosing of city ofiicials 
on party lines is like a merchant select- 
ing clerks because of the color of their 
hair.”

Adams K. Tolman died at his residence 
ou Chestnut street, West Newton, Sun- 
day morning, after un illness of two 
weeks.

Mr. Tolman was universally respected 
and esteemed. He wns an oxcollent citi- 
zen, a loving husband and father and a 
sympathetic friond. His death will be 
sincerely mourned, and his memory will 
live with those who recall. his genial per- 
sonality and his gonerous Christian 
character. 

A widow and two daughters survive 
him.

THE PLAN FOR A PARKWAY FIVF. MIMES 

LONG THROUGH THE CENTRE OF NEW- 
TON. 

The Boulevard Commission presented 
their report to the board of aldermen 
Monday night, for the Newton boulevard, 
from South street at the Boston line to 
Auburn street in Auburndale, as follows: 

To Ilia Honor the Mayor and the City 
Conncil of Newton: The undersigned, 
members of a commission appointed to 
consider and report as to a sys'em of 
boulevards for the city of Newton, here- 
with, for what Boom to be good and sutH- 
cient roasons, submit a partial report. 

The commission began i*,s labors by 
hearings and otherwise early in the year, 
with the understanding that it had ample 
time to study the question committed to 
it and to make a single, complote and 
comprehensive repoit. 

It soon became apparent that land own- 
ers between the city line, near Chestnut 
Hill reservoir and Centre street, who 
woro prepared to make a liberal proposi- 
tion to the city for a boulevard through 
that section, were unwilling, if not un- 
able, to wait for the dual report of the 
commission. 

These land owners, after a hearing be- 
fore us, made a direct appeal to the city 
government. Their petition and pro- 
position were referred to the highway 
committee, with instructions for that 
committee to confer with the boulevard 
commission. 

We received official notice of this ac- 
tion, aud thereupon proceeded to a more 
special examination of the route pro- 
posed between the Newton and Boston I 
lino on South street and Centre street, at 
the junction of Grafton. 

We heard tho parties in interest as fully 
as they desired, and held ourselves in 
readiness to confer with the highway 
committee. That committee very pro- 
perly decided to take the time necessary 
to secure careful surveys of the line aud 
estimates of the cost of construction, and 
the commission turned its attention to a 
practicable route for extending tho pro- 
posed boulevard through the city, think- 
ing it desirable to bo able to report upon 
one complete line. 

The commission is unanimously of tho 
opinion that whatever may be recom- 
roeuded later a central boulevard, run- 
ning on a substantially east and west 
line through tho city, deserved and 
should receive the first consideration of 
the city council. 

We are pleased to be able to report 
that, in pursuing our investigations to 
this end, we have found the land owuors 
on a continuation of this central line 
through the city from Centre street to 
Auburudale keenly alive to the desira- 
bility of this public improvement and 
ready to meet the commission with com- 
mendable liberality. 

The propositions which we have re- 
ceived from proprietors along this pro- 
posed route, usually acting harmonious- 
ly together iu different sectious, make 
very favorable terms for the city, and by 
means tboreof this great improvement 
may be made now at comparatively small 
expense. 

The proposition of the land owners on 
the first or eastern section, from the 
Newton aud Boston line to Centre street, 
which is in the hands of the highway 
committee, is to contribute the land re- 
quired to make a boulevard 120 feet wide 
aud $25,000. This cash contribution, by 
rough estimate, would be about one- 
third the cost of construction. 

Tho additional propositions we have 
received, which are herewith submitted, 
present about as favorable terms for the 
extension from Centre street by the plan 
which accompanies this report to a point 
on Auburn street, Auburudale, a few 
rods east of Maple street. 

Thus far we have not been able to find 
a practicable route to carry the boule- 
vard at its full width through to the 
Charles river, at the western boundary 
of Auburndale, tbero to connect with 
tho Auburndale Riyerside Park and the 
projected improvements on the western 
side. 

The plan presented herewith show’s 
what may be done on this line. Pro- 

G ositions in regard to this part of the 
oulevard, which is essential to its com- 
pleteness, will bo made hereafter. 

In accordance with tho foregoing, we 
recommend that the city government lay 
out and construct a boulevard on the 
proposed liue from the Newtou and Bur- 
ton line on South street to the point 
above mentioned on Auburn stieet, 120 
feet wide where practicable, with two 
roadways, each 24 feet wide, reserving a 
space dl) feet wide in tbo center fora 
double track electric railroad, with side- 
walks and trees, aud u space of reason- 
able width for bicycles. 

The propositions made by land owners 
are subject to the condition that tho con- 
tributions offered are to bo uccepted in 
lieu of betterments on tho property of 
those contributing. 

Wo make no recommendation as to 
that condition, preferring to leave the 
matter to tho judgmeut of the city gov- 
ernment after a more detailed survey of 
tho loute and more careful estimates of 
the cost of construotiou than wo have 
been able to make iu this partial and 
necessarily hasty report. Respectfully 
submitted.

The report wns accompanied by a plan 
outlining the boulevard, tbo section from 
the Boston line to South street having 
already been fully described in these 
columns. This is the starting point of 
the scheme aud it is due to the activity 
and public spirit of Mr. A. I). S. Bell, 
Dana Estes, Judge Bishop aud one or 
two others, who took hold of the matter 
with them, aud set the example of giving 
the land needed for the boulevard, uud 
also pledged one-third of the cost of con- 
struction, that tho grand scheme has as- 
sumed such generous proportions uud 

{ >ronrises to be one of the greatest thiugs 
or the development of Newton that has 
yet been brought forward. 

The length of the proposed boulevard 
will be about four and oue-bulf miles, 
aud if extended to Charles river will be 
over five miles. 

It extends over and includes South 
street in Newton as fai as Waid; then 
crosses lands of Bell, aud Ward aud Ham- 
mond streets, near Mt. Yuleioad; thence 
crosses luud of Ward on Grunt u venue 
about 800 feet south of Ward street; 
crosses Sunnier street about 600 feet 
south of Ward, Centre street uear its in- 
tersection with Grafton; Grafton 200 feet 
west of Centre street; thence turns 
northerly, orossiug and including part of 
Water street; crosses Cedar street about 
1000 feet north of Homer, Morton, run- 
ning uearly parallel with Homer to WuU, 
nut, uud theuce across the upper end of 
Bullougb’s pond. 

From Bullough’s poud it crosses Lake 
View avenue, uear the intersection of 
Buuuwout avenue and Appleton street; 
theuce westerly through Homer and 
Fuller to Washington stieet, about 4000 
feet north of Woodlaud avenue; then 
through luud of Thomsou aud others to 


Auburn street. 

It. is proposed ultimately to widen 
Auburn, Ash and Bonnie streets, prac 
lically extending the boulevard to tho 
Charles river and connecting with the 
proposed river parkin Auburnd ile, and 
by proposed avenues through land of 
Francis HI ike in Weston with tho new 
grounds of tlie Boston Athletic Associa- 
tion. 

The property owners from Centre 
street to Auburn street, include tbo fol- 
lowing who have agreed to give the land 
and one-third the cost of construction: 

Geo. A. Blauey, F. R. Cutter, H. B. 
Day, Wm. Day, H. B. Parker, A. F. 
Morse, Wm. Morton, Thomas Nickerson 
boirs, Geo. W. Morse, Wm. B. Young, 
Geo. E. Wales, the Morse heirs, A. 1). 8. 
Bel), Geo. D. Dix. E. B. Towne, Boston 
Children's Aid Society. Ann J. Raymond, 
N. P. Gilman, Goo. H. Frost, Geo. H. 
Ellis and Cbas. F. Howland. The sums 
they will pay have been agreed upon in 
most cases. 

The proposed boulevard, if carried 
through, will be an important factor in 
the development of the central section of 
Newton. 

This section of tbo city lias no method 
of communication east aud west by either 
steam or electric railways, not being pro- 
vided for by either the main or circuit 
linos of the Boston «fc Albany railroad or 
by any crosatown system of street car 
service. 

A necessary part of tbo plan that com- 
mends it to tho citizens of Newton is in 
the provision of an independent rapid 
transit liue to Boston. There is ample 
room, not only for a parkway, but for 
two lines of electric railway tracks. 

Tho Newton & Boston street railway 
will ask for location through the boule- 
vard for its trunk line connecting the 
various street railways in Newton with 
the West End road at Reservoir station. 

The contemplated boulevard skirts 
along the side of Waban hill, which has 
been acquired by tbo city of Newton or 
its high service reservoir and surrounding 
park, tho views from which are not sur- 
passed by any hilltop in the vicinity of 
Boston. 

Coming through Newton Centre, Now- 
tonville and West Newtou it crosses a 
beautiful region. If it stretches finally 
to tbo river, as now contemplated, an 
avenue* will be opened up directly to that 
section of the Charles where tho boating 
interests are concentrated, and the lovers 
of ennoeing and devotees of the light 
pleasure crafts can thoro find an easy and 
quick method of transportation by means 
of the street railway service of various 
parts of the city. 

The highway committee of Nowton 
will proceed at once with tho initial work 
which tho plau calls for; the estimate of 
the cost and the figures will be presented 
in the near future to the city council. 

The commission will next proceed with 
its work of a general boulevard plan for 
Newton, which will incorporate the 
Washington street improvement, pro- 
vided the question of the means of sepa- 
rating tlie grades along the line of the 
Boston & Albany railroad is settled with 
in a reasonable time. 

Other boulovards which have been sug- 
gested to the commissioners will provide 
broad avenues running north and south, 
and the general plau calls for the laying 
out of wide streets, connecting the vari- 
ous scattered sections of the city, 
especially with a view to securing rapid 
transit, and in the development of one of 
the most beautiful suburbs of Boston. 


TO CEASE PASTORAL LABORS. 


REV. HENRY J. PATRICK, I>. D., OF NEW- 
TON TO RE RETIRED. 

The church organization of the Second 
Congregational Society, West Newton, 
met Friday eveniug to consider the ques- 
tion of retiring the present pastor, Rev. 
Henry J. Patrick, D. D. The meeting of 
the church followed closely a meeting of 
the parish, where the plau of retirement 
was suggested, with a provision for a 
pension of $1000 per auuum aud house 
rent. 

The subject was discussed iu detail at 
tbo church meeting Friday night, and 
finally a committee of the deacons, Julius 
L. Ciarko, Harlem P. B irber, Gianvillo B. 
Putnam — was appointed to confer with 
the parish committee aud report at an 
adjourned parish raeetiug sot for Wed- 
nesday, June 21. 

Tho suggestion of Rev. Dr. Patrick’s 
retirement is due to what is cousiderod 
by many of his paiishioners a disability 
— tr its failing eyesight. There is no diffi- 
culty between pastor and people, al- 
though that impression has obtained 
from, an article published which mis- 
represented, perhaps inn Ivor t ntly, the 
real situation. The most cordial rela- 
tions exist between Rev. Dr. Patrick and 
the members of his congregation. 

He is not a superannuated clergymau 
in the seuso of impaired mental powor. 
Oil the contrary, he is one of tho most 
eloquent aud forciblo preachers iu the 
Congregational body and a man of 
marked intellectual ca| 


His failing eyesight has boon a source 
of great trouble to him because it pre- 
vented him from reading readily, and was 
especially annoying iu the social phases 
ot church work. He has become very 
uear sighted, so much so that he cauuot 
recognize the t'amilar faces of his parish- 
loners except uuder the most favorable 
conditions. Rev. Dr. Patrick regarded 
this as a serious handicap for his pastoral 
work, and expressed a desire to resign. 

The people of his church felt that the 
difficulty could bo gotten over iu some 
way, uud it was first planned to procure 
an assistant. Subsequently it wus sug- 
gested that be be retained as pastor 
emeritus and provided for with a liberal 
pension. The final action cannot bo 
taken until the June meeting, following 
the report of the joint committee of the 
church aud parish. 

Deacon Putnam said to the Herald 
man, speakiug of Rev. Dr. Patrick’s 
case, that the severing of the pastoral 
relations would be sincerely regretted 
by every member of tho church. 

“Rev. Dr. Patrick’s latest sermons,” lie 
added, “have been masterly efforts, the 
production of a richly stored mind. It 
is a great misfortune that a man so full 
of vigor aud possessing so many scholar- 
ly uttaiumeuts should be so ulllicted 
seemingly iu the days of his greatest 
usefulness.” 

Rev. Dr. Patrick was born iu Warren 
Sept. 20, 1827. lie graduated from Am- 
herst College and completed his theologi- 
cal studies iu the Andover Theological 
Seminary, graduating from the latter in- 
stitution iu 1856. lie was first settled iu 
Bedford, uud wus installed as pustor of 
the Second Codgregatiunal church, New- 
tou, Sept. 20, 1800.

The Tennis Guide in in embryo, but It 
is bound to came a deal of talk among 
the young men who followed last sea- 
son’s tournament. 

It brings up two questions very forci- 
bly. 

Does the Nowport tournament count 
for much? is one, and another which will 
natuially present itself is: Docs spas 
noodle playing of a high character place 
a man in a ranked position? 

The Tenn|s Guido gives the official 
rating of tbo loading tennis players. It 
is made from tbo opinions of tbe seven 
men forming the executive committee of 
the national association. This is what 
tho Guido says on this particular subject: 

Tho ranking of the players for the sea- 
roii of 1802 is not so hard nR at first sight 
it might appoar. Tho opinion of most 
of tho inen composing the executive 
committee, has been obtained, and they 
all agree on 0 of tho 10 mon. The man 
over whom there is a divided opinion is 
Mr. C. P. Hubbard of San Francisco, 
who came east and did some very credit- 
able playing at Longwood and at Nahant. 
The balance of opinion, among those of 
the committee who have written, is 
strongly in Mr. Hubbard’s favor, ami en 
title him to a position among tho leading 
10 . 

With this point we have the following 
names: O. S. Campbell, Malcolm Cbace, 
E. L. Hall, C. Hobart, F. H. Hovey, C. 
P. Hubbard, W.P. Knapp, W. A. Larnod, 
R. Stevens and Robert D. Wreun. 

How those mon shall rank with each 
other as shown by their season’6 play 
occasions a greater diversity of opinion, 
more especially concerning tho arrange- 
ments of the second half. Still, tho 
order as given commands so much great- 
er support than any other that we have 
adoptod it as the proper one. It is ns 
follows: O. S. Campbell, E. L. Hall, W. 
P. Knapp, C. Hobart, Fred H. Hovey, W. 
A. Larnod, Malcolm Chace. R. D. Wrenn, 
R. Stevens, C. P. Hubbard. 

In defending tho rating of Fred Hovey, 
the Guide contains tho following: 

F, II. Hovey comes next iu fifth place, 
He did some excellent work in June and 
July, but iu the August tournaments, 
with the exception of Newport, he was 
not as successful. His record at Nahant 
was such that at the end of the tourna- 
meut three men finished ahead of him. 
He met none of these at Newport, aud 
so had no opportunity to alter the Btarnl- 
iug which had been established between 
them. Ills previous victories over Mal- 
colm Chaco give bim the higher ranking 
of the two. 

Putting Hovey in fifth place and rank- 
ing Malcolm Chace, Edward L. Hall and 
Clarence Hobart above him, leads one to 
ask if winning the all-comers’ national 
tournament at Newport counts for little. 

However, the wise men know, and they 
have carefully analyzed iudividual 
records. Certainly this method of rating 
will inspire all the players to do their 
very best on every occasion.

THE smasli-up of the Suburb an Club 
of Brookline has attracted a good deal 
of comment, ns its fine club house, 
finished a year ago, was considered a 
model, and all sorts of reasons are given 
for the failure of the club. One of the 
most unique is given by a bachelor mem- 
ber, wlio explains it by snying “the 
married women of Brookline arc exceed- 
ingly attractive not only to tbeir hus- 
bands but to tbeir husbands’ friends. 
They know how to and do entertain de- 
lightfully nt tbeir homes; and the wonder 
is that the club was ever formed, except 
It may have been for politics.” This 
must certainly please the Brookline 
women, and the bachelor member re- 
ferred to will have no lack of invitations 
for the future, if his identity is disclosed. 


THE NEWTON BOULEVARD. 


The plan for a central boulevard from 
the Boston line to the Charles River 
grows in public favor, the more it is con- 
sidered, and all parties seem to appre- 
ciate the importance of taking immediate 
actiou in the matter, as the boulevard 
commission advises. The report, which 
is printed in another column, is an inter- 
esting document, and the commission ob- 
tained the signatures of the property own- 
ers along the route, wh 1 agree to give the 
land for a street 120 feet wide, and also 
to pay one-third of the cost of construc- 
tion. 

The credit for the inception of the 
project must be given to Mr. A. D. S. 
Bell, Mr. Dana Estes and Judge Bishop, 
who originated what was called the South 
street boulevard and induced the other 
property owners along that sectiou of the 
boulevard to take hold of the matter In 
earnest, give the laud, and promise to 
pay a liberal amount towards the cost of 
construction. The boulevard commis- 
sion were quick to see what a great ad- 
vantage such a wide Ceutral avenue 
would be to Newton and have labored 
hard to secure the same liberal terms 
from property owners along the rest of 
the route as far as Auburn street, in Au- 
burndale. 

There is no question but that this is 
the most important public undertaking 
presented to the citizens of Newtou siuce 
the building of the Circuit railroad, and 
one which will do even more than that 
has done, to develop the city. 

So far Newton has been a sort of 
country village with streets too narrjw to 
offer many inducements for pleasure 
driving or for the building of such band- 
some residence, as have sprung up along 
the Beacon street boulevard in Brook- 
line, and as some one said, the boulevard, 
if carried through, will mark the turning 
>*oint in the history of the city, and a 
-change from a village of cabbage gardens 
to a city of handsome lesideuces. 

No suburb of Boston has greater 
natural advantages, purer city water, a 
better system of sewerage, cleaner 
streets, or more beautiful scenery, and 
the one thing lacking has been broad 
avenues, which this boulevard will inau- 
gurate. Newton is right in the line of the 
development of Boston's suburbs, the 
growth has bceu setting in this direction, 
and to gather the benefits of such a 
tendency Newton has only to show that 
it is awake and up to the times. 

Owing to the condition on which much 
of the laud is held, there can not be much 
delay ou the part of the city government, 
and the recommendations of such men as 
compose the boulevard commission 
ought, to go a loug way in preparing the 
baard for favorable action. The future 
growth of the city depends upon the 
promptness of the city couucil to seize 
the opportunity now presented. 


The Boyd’s pond nuisance can now be 
disposed of as the legislature has granted 
the necessary powers of the city, and 
this breeding place to malaria and other 
filth diseases cau now bo abolished, and 
made an attractive park and playground, 
iustead of a place to bo shunned. The 
expense has been estimated, plans have 
been prepared, and nothing remains but 
to go ahead with the work. The coining 
summer is looked forward to with dread 
by mauy people, on account of the ru- 
mors of cholera, so that it is of the ut- 
most necessity to have everything cleaned | 
up aud put iu the condition most favor- 
able to public health. 


The committees of this year’s city gov- 
ernment are thought to be unusually solid 
bodies, as two of them this week broke 
down the carriages that were couveyiug 
them about the city. 


The first step towards revising the 
sewer ordiuanoe was taken Monday eve- 
ning. 


The sudden death of Mr. Adams K. 
Tolman is a gieat misfoituno for New- 
ton, as he was one of our most respected 
cilizeus,aud a man who would have been 
prominent in any community. His 
character was shown as a member of the 
board of aldermen, where he was oae of 
the most efficient members, and oue act- 
ing always iu accordance with his high 
ideal of honor and public duty. .Straight- 
forward in character himself, he had no 
patience with anything that was not 
strictly open and above-board, aud his 
fellow citizeus would have been glad to 
have given him eveu higher honors, if he 
would have consented. Declining a re- 
election, he was peisuaded to accept a 
position ou the water board by Mayor 
Hibbard, Newtou having always been 
fortunate in the character of the weu 
who have had charge of this important 
department. No one anticipated any 
sudden termination of such a useful life, 
aud most did not know of his illuess 
until they saw the announcement of his 
death. The resolutions adopted by the 
board of aldermen express iu some de- 
gree the respect aud regard felt for Mr. 
Tolmau by all wbo knew him. 


APPLAUSE FOR YOUNG ORATORS. 


DEBATE BETWEEN REPRESENT ATIVES OF 
NEWTON AND BROOKLINE HIGH SCHOOLS. 

CjI. George N. Carpenter presided over 
an interesting and Instructive debate in 
the Brookline town hall last evening, be- 
tween representative speakers from the 
Newton High School Lyceum and the 
Brookline High School Debating Club. A 
large audience was in attendance. 

The subject under discussion was, ‘‘Re- 
solved, That the Action of the Strikers in 
the Recent Affair jat Homestead was Un- 
justifiable ” 

The Newton orators lmd the affirmative 
side of the question, and the speakers. 
Percy II. Boynton, Farley Brewer and 
George K. Burgess, presented some very 
effective arguments iu a masterly manner. 

The Brookline debater* were Neils Chris- 
tensen, Jr., Marshall Williams and William 
G. Nash. Although having the most diffi- 
cult side of the question, they succeeded in 
making a very favorable Impression. 

The good points made by all the speakers 
met with frequent applause, and which 
side excelled in the debate would be a 
difficult matter to decide. 

Mr. Percy II. Boynton made the leading 
speech for Newton. He said in the course 
of hi* argument: “The strike was wholly 
unjustifiable from beginning to end, simply 
because of its very unreasonableness. Who 
can fora moment expect that the employ- 
ers whose pay roll aggregated 8200,000 per 
mouth, would deliberately pay out iu wages 
more than was received for work at market 
prices? Whu can call men domineering 
and oppressive, overbearing and arrogant, 
because they refuse to lay the foundations 
for their own financial ruin? 

“Such action as the strikers took was a 
return to savagery and barbarism, and th** 
only criticism we cau justly make of the 
final action of Gov. Pattison in calling out 
the militia is that it was too long delayed. 

“The strike was an offence against tin* 
corporation, who were the property own- 
ers ; an offence against the government and 
a menace to the state." 

He claimed that strikes act harmfully on 
the community, and sometimes a great 
strike drives an industry completely out of 
the land. He denounced in unmeasured 
terms the acts of violence perpetrated by 
the II nnestead strikers. 

Mr. Christensen, in defeuce of the strike, 
argued that ll**sh and blood should receive 
more consideration than dollars and cents. 
He detailed the contract between the com- 
pany and tlie workmen and the attempt to 
reduce their Day, claiming that Mr.Carnegle 
was not justified in lowering the meu’s 
wages. 

In regard to the violations of law by the 
strikers, lie siid that the laws were made 
to suit capitalists. Until co-operation and 
brotherly love take the place of competi- 
tion aud selfishness, he said in conclusion, 
just so loug will contests take place be- 
tween capital and labor.

A Protestant on Sntolll. 

Archbishop Sntolli’s most important 
errand 1ms been to settle the boated con- 
troversy's raging about the school ques- 
tion. 1 lo has communicated to the Cnth- 
olie Archbishops nu eminently wise and 
reasonable promiuciamento. It distinct- 
ly acknowledges the educational func- 
tions of the state and approves the Amer- 
ican public schools. In practical effect 
this letter makes it permissible for Cath- 
olic parents to act upon their own judg- 
ment in selecting schools for their chil- 
dren. It merely insists that the parents 
mnl priests should see that Catholic chil- 
dren have regular religious instruction 
outside of school hours if they attend 
public schools. The “Faribault plan" is 
fully sanctioned ns an alternative. In 
cast's where parochial schools of ns good 
quality as the public schools can be af- 
forded. and where local circumstances 
make it appear that the public schools 
are auti-Catholic in their influence and 
teaching, the separate system is advised. 

The archbishop has spokeUfitli lull 
authority. It is a great victory for Arch- 
bishop Ireland and the patriotic Ameri- 
can wing of the church. Pope Leo and liis 
advisers have evidently mastered tlio real 
situation in the United States. The holy 
see has intervened in favor of American 
Catholic parents, who enn no longer be 
restrained from sending their children to 
the public schools. The Catholic church 
will be stronger by far when, in tlio spirit 
of Archbishop Satolli’s statesmanlike ad- 
dress, it accepts the institutions of this 
country.— W. T. Stead in Review of Re- 
views. 

Cremation In Tli!* Country. 

It is not every day that there aro five 
cases of cremation at Fresh Pond, but 
the bodies of four men and ouo woman 
were reduced to ashos in the furnace 
there on Tuesday. The revival of the 
ancient practice of cremation in our 
times is a curious thing. Wo have not 
yet seen the last year’s reports of the 
several crematories in the country, but 
we believe thqt over 100 dead persons 
were consumed in them during the year. 

Nearly all of these persons, with the 
exception of the victims of cholera, 
who were cremated in* our bay last 
autumn, had left orders or had express- 
ed a desire that their bodies should lie 
thus disposed of. The most of thorn had 
been agnostics or atheists, and a few of 
them Tkeosophists. It is not to be sup- 
posed that any of them, leaving out the 
cholera stricken, had been beiievers in 
the doctrine of the resurrection of the 
body at the day of judgment, though of 
course cremation could not interfere 
with any design of the Almighty. 

We know of two crematories in Eng- 
land, and there are others in several of 
the countries of continental Europe. 
Should the cholera break out in England 
this year it is probable that a number of 
the municipalities will, in accordance 
with advice given by theii health au- 
thorities, follow the exampL set by the 
New York quarantine coainission last 
autumn and cremate the Victims of the 
dreaded and infectious disease. — New 
Y'ork Sun. 

President Harrison's PI uns. 

It is the present intention of President 
Harrison to leave Washington for his 
home iu Indianapolis very shortly after 
the inauguration of President Cleveland. 
The oath of office is administered to the 
president at the capitol at noon, after 
which the new chief executive delivers 
his inaugural address from tlieeast front 
of the capitol building. General Harri- 
son intends to leave Washington on the 
Pennsylvania limited express, which de- 
parts at 1 :10 p. m., and to stopover Sun- 
day at Pittsburg, where he will be duo 
about 9 o’cloc k Saturday night. He will 
arrive at Indianapolis about noon on 
March G. He may change this pro- 
gramme, but he does not expect to do so 
at this time, barring accident. 

It was the original intention of Presi- 
dent Harrison upon his retirement from 
office to linger in Washington over Sun- 
day aud to arrive at Indianapolis during 
the early part of the succeeding week. 
But he is anxious to return to his old 
home now that he sees the beginning of 
tlio end, aud having nothing of particu- 
lar interest to detain him here he bus 
determined to take his leave of the na- 
tional capital within an hour or two after 
the inauguration of his successor. — Cor. 
Baltimore American.

TIIK DACCA LAI' HR ATK SERMON. 

The students and faculty oF the New. 
ton Theological institution attended ser- 
vices in the First Baptist church, Newton 
Centre, Sunday morning, where the bac- 
calaureate sermon was delivered by Rev. 

F. W. Bakemati, 1). D., of Chelsea. The 
text was tAken from John, iii, SO: “He 
must increase, but I must decrease.” 

Rev. Dr. Bakemao commenced with a 
reference to John the Baptist and the 
time of his preaching at -Enon. Some 
of his disciples, he said, moved no doubt 
by a kindling of partisan feeling, come 
and reported the growing popularity of 
Jesus. The language of these disciples, 
continued the speaker, betrays a rising 
jeaiousy for their master’s honor. Is 
this newcomer a rival? Must their 
leader yield hi* place to another? These 
are the unasked questions that lie back 
of their report. Already the party spirit, 
that devouring flame which springs up 60 
easily in the human breast, is beginning 
to burn. A word of encouragement 
from their master and it will soon be 
raging. But the word is never spoken. 

“A man can receive nothing except it 
be given him from heaven,” is the an- 
swer with which the Baptist allays the ris- 
ing passions of his followers. “Heaven’s 
sanction is upon his labors, let us rejoice. 
As for me, I must uow decrease in order 
that He who is from above may in- 
crease.” Thus did John calm the swell- 
ing tide of feeliug in the minds of his 
disciples. 

Ho revealed to them how his own mis- 
sion must be merged in the greater work 
of Christianity, as the morning star 
precedes the rising sun, but melts away 
in the greater light. He plainly declares 
the superiority of Jesus. Without a 
murmur, he who but lately was the 
central figure of Palestine, surrounded 
by admiring thousands, now yields his 
place to another, sees the popular wave 
roll on past himself and toward this new 
man, aud yet rejoices. Without a tinge 
of envy, he expresses it all in the simple 
words: “He must increase, but I must 
decrease.” How brief, but how vastly 
significant the utterance. This sentence, 
so short aud so simple, has folded in it 
the germ ol uearly all that is truest aud 
noblest and most deeply characteristic in 
the spirit of Christianity. In this one 
expression of geuerous self-surrender, 
John the Baptist, that child of tbe 
desert, voiced what is most essential in 
the religiou of Jesus Christ. 

Notice the magnanimous and unselfish 
spirit of Christianity which inspired the 
Baptist to utter so profound aud gener- 
ous a sayiu . At tbe height of bis power 
Jesus appeared on the scene, aud John 
recognizes that his work as the forerun- 
ner must soon draw to its close: the 
great Comraauder has come upon the 
field, aud the authority and the suprem- 
acy must be yielded to him. Tbe man 
who will cheerfully yield a place of 
honor or position of power at the call of 
duty is one of 10,000. The unfeigned 
alacrity with which John the Baptist 
surrendered his leadership is one of the 
finest examples in history of th t noble 
unselfishness which Christianity pro- 
duces and fosters. 

The essential and deepest principle of 
the Christian religiou is brought to light 
in the words of the text, and that is tbe 
spirit of self-sacrifice— of self-surrender. 
When John, in his noble self-renuucia- 
tiou, spoke these words, he uttered what 
is moBt profound and vital in Christ- 
ianity. Self-surrender for the sake of 
the higher good breathes in this declara- 
tion. Service as the true eud of life was 
thus early recognized. This saying of 
tbe Baptist is tbe seed-tnougbt from 
which have sprung all that noble en- 
deavor. that saciitice of self, that gener- 
ous helpfulness, that patient toil, that 
suffering love, that heroic endurance, 
that holy consecration, which have made 
glorious the Christian age*. 

“He must increase, but 1 must de- 
crease" has beeu the watchword of 
apostles aud martyrs, of reformers and 
defenders of the faith, of missionaries 
of the cross aud toilers for Christianity 
during 11*00 years of Christian history. 

The very core and kernel of Christ- 
ianity is lorgetfulness of seif and re- 
membrance of others. The oldest and 
most radical altruism is the religiou of 
Je6us. John struck the keynote for all 
Cbristiau ages. The spirit of the new 
religiou was to be such as this, a geuer- 
ous abaudon of self : a willingness to de- 
crease that the good cause may prosper. 
The Baptist did even more for the new 
religiou in his sell surrender than be 
had done in the days of his greatest 
fame. A timely self-sacrifice may often 
do more for a good cause than years of 
faithful toil. Christianity needs men 
and women who can suffer for it us well 
as labor, who can die for it as well as 
live. i . . - 

When Jesus caraelo {NtiiiPMit-tlte way 
to eternal happiness, he begarr-htu mis- 
sion by veiling his •>od-head, laying aside 
his majesty, surrendering his authority 
aud descending into the hard lot of 
immunity to become the servant of all. 
Among all the new moral, forces which 
Christ brought into the world, none was 
more radical than the idea of tbe uobility 
of self-sacrifice, the blessedness of ser- 
vice. The development of this great 
principle lias been the gradual regenera- 
tion of society. 

There is a i evolutionary spirit in the 
saying of the Baptist, aud it is that 
revolutionary spirit which distinguishes 
Christianity from the world. Christ- 
ianity is a persistent and continuous 
moral revolution, it contemplates an 
entire overturning of human society. It 
comes into a world that is wrong aud its 
purpose is no less than to make it right. 
This saying of John is radically and 
entirely opposed to the spirit of tho 
world. 

It is a most revolutionary idea, for it 
proposes a complete reversal of the most 
deeply seated characteristics of human 
nature. Its full development is to be tbe 
final overthrow of sin. 

The spirit of the world says, “I must 
iuciease whoever decreases.” Men climb 
to places of power aud fame aud advan- 
tage over the bodies of those who have 
falleti in the same wild endeavor. Sel- 
lishuess in all degiees, from the most 
subtle aud refitted to the grossest aud 
basest, curses our world. The words of 
tbe Baptist make a very unwelcome 
motto for the majority of men. “What 
can I get?” or “What can 1 be?” are 
tbe commonest forms in which human 
selfishness expresses itself. When these 
become the ruling questions of a young 
life, it is apt to prove a heaitless, barren 
and sadly selfish one. Aud yet there is 
reason to fear that the genius of our 
American civilization tend in that direc- 
tion aud fosters that unchristian spirit. 


The one most urgent and comprehensive 
reform needed in modern society is a 
transformation of ideals ami ambitions 
from the material to the moral, from the 
sordid to the n dtle, from the selfish to 
the philanthropise. 

Self-surrender as tbe law of betterment I 
in the moral world is a principle running I 
through all human life with hardly less 
constancy than gravitation in tho natural 
world. Out of the self-devotion of the 
individual comes tho higher good. In 
the improvement of mankind progress 
is through suffering. Easy lives cannot 
work the world much good. He who 
serves men best must spare neithor heart 
nor brain, nor toil, nor blood Not the 
self-seekors, but the self-givers, have 
lifted the world to higher levels. Every 
step of progress has been marked with 
blood. Eveiy reform in history has had 
its army of martyrs. Every moral vic- 
tory has been hard won. The new and 
better order in human society comes only 
with throes of pain. The sufferers have 
helped our race most . The men of ease, 
the sleek, the soft bedded are not the 
moral forces that have shaped tbe world. 
Those whom tho world has oftenest per- 
secuted and killed have been its best 
friends aud beuefactors. Humanity is 
under deepest obligation to those whom 
it has most ill-treated— the men of sor- 
row— aud acquainted with grief. The 
noblest lives have been freely given to 
make civilization what it is today. 

There is no danger against which tho 
youth of our timo need to be more 
urgently warned than tho subtle ten- 
dency to make “I must increase” the 
ruling idea of their lives. The ruling 
idea of life should be noither material 
nor intellectual, but moral. Tho su- 
preme end of the world is a moral one, 
and the art of arts is the art of living. 
True happiness can never take root in 
selfishness nuy more than the rarest lily 
can spring from the salt sea saud. To 
be willing to be least is the way to true 
greatness: to be williug to suffer is the 
school for happiness; to be ready to lose 
life is the secret of keeping it forever. 

In conclusion, speakiug the final words 
to the members of tho graduation class, 
Rev. L»r. Bateman says: “My young 
brothers in Christianity, what more 
truthful motto for your own life work 
can you take tbau this text offers?” If 
ou are faithful to your Master, your 
ighest service will be in the complete- 
ness of your self surrender. By your de- 
crease the kingdom of your Lord must 
prosper. Tbe world has honors, but you 
cannot seek them; the world has wealth, 
but you have no time to acquire it. 
Your mission is uot to gain, but to give; 
not to save your lives, but to cheerfully 
lose them. You are to decrease, that 
Christianity may increase. May the 
lives which you are now williug to lose 
for tbe sake of the gospel be found with 
gloiy aud honor in the life to come. 


In Memory of Prof. Stearns. 

Services in memory of the late Prof. 
Oakrnan Sprague Stearns, D. D., who for 
25 years occupied the chair of Old Testa- 
ment interpretation in the Newton Theo- 
logical Seminary, were held in the First 
Baptist church Tuesday evening. There 
was a large attendance, including the 
faculty of the institution, many of the 
present and former studeuts, a large dele- 
gation of Newton people and former 
friends ot the deceased from various sec- 
tions of New England. 

The opening prayer was made by Prof. 
G. D. B. Pepper, D. D., of Colby Univer- 
sity. The scripture selections were read 
by Prof. Bullen of the Newton Theologi- 
cal Institution, and its president, Rev. 
Alvah Hovey, I). D., delivered the mem- 
orial address. 

Rev. Dr. Hovey commenced by giving 
some tacts of Prof. Stearns’ early career. 
He was born, he said, in Bath, Me., Oct. 
20, 1817. His father, coutmued the 
Bpeaker, was the pastor of the Baptist 
church in that place from 1810 until 1840. 
Dr. Stearns at first contemplated a busi- 
ness life, but after iiis convcrtiou, in 
accordance with his father’s wishes, he 
commenced his preparation for the min- 
istry. He euteied Waterloo College, 
uow Colby University, at the age of 10, 
and after graduating taught school for 
two years in New York, aud the succeed- 
ing year in his native place. During this 
time he continued his theological pre- 
paration and entered the Newton Theo- 
logical Institution in 1843, graduating in 
1S40. 

He was next assistant in the depart- 
ment of biblical literature in the semi- 
nary, continuing in that capacity until 
called to his first pastorate in South - 
bridge. His public services covered a 
period of 40 years— 21 in pastoral ser- 
vice and 25 in tbe Newton Theological 
institution, lie possessed qualities that 
rendered him a valuable pastor. lie was 
not a brilliant talker, but the words that 
fell from his lips were remembered and 
cherished. He brought to the pulpit the 
fruit of careful study. Some pages of 
his sermons glittered with life. They 
were pungent with sense to the last 
syllable. With exquisite simplicity and 
naturalness he was effective in reaching 
the heart and filling it with the love of 
God. In tho capACiAk .of teacher and 
professor his rim was to lead his pupils 
to search and know the orioles ot God. 
His success was duo to his mental candor 
und caution, his spiritual insight, and 
love of the truths ofc*ht: gospel. He saw 
the beauty of boiinuML. He was faithful 
and true to a degree that filled all with 
admiration. 


Boating Season at Riverside. 

The season at Riverside promises to be 
! full of interest. The management of 
the Newtou Boat Club is mapping out a 
program of ‘events which will prove the 
most attractive, probably, iu recent years. 
There will be a series of canoe races over 
i lie couise from the Riverside bridge to 
a point near the boat bouse of tbe Bos- 
ton Canoe Club, the usual summer con- 
certs, closing probably with a river 
pageant, affording a spectacular djeeue of 
1 inure than ordinal y beauty. 

Tbe Newtou High School Athletic As- 
sociation is arranging for a series of 
boating events, which will include com- 
petitions iu canoes, ordinary row boats 
and sculls. It is intended to make these 
> races an annual feature aud to develop 
that phase of athletic sport among the 
students. 

The Boston Athletic Association will 
I commence work ou its track aud club 
building— which will include a boat- 
house— on the western side of the river 
iu August. Next year this great acquisi- 
tion to the amateur sporting fraternity 
will make things lively on t he river and 
about the spacious grounds where the 
half-iuile track is to be laid out. 

Some idea of the popularity of canoiug 
iu the vicinity of Riverside was indicat- 
ed by the big turnout of paddlers who 
took advantage of the recent warm days. 
The collection of boats was a very large 
one, probably due iu part to the back- 
wardness of the season aud the desire of 
the lovers of the sport to enjoy again the 
seductive and healthful pleasure it 
affords. 


Alumni Bay Fittingly Celebrated. 

Among the ovenfs of anniversary week 
at rho Nowton Thoological Institution 
none are looked forward to, except those 
of the graduating exorcises, with more 
interest than tho ntinunl observances and 
meetings of the alumni. 

Wednesday was alumni day at. the 
semiuary and back to its portals came 
many of its graduates from noar and far, 
glad of an opportunity to again recall 
the scones of tho beloved alma mater. 

The address to the alumni was de- 
livered in tho First Baptist church, New- 
ton Centre, in tho afternoon by Rev. H. 
E. Dewhurst of Indianapolis, whose topic 
was “Christianity aud tho New Age.” 
He said among other things: 

Each age lias left out of its roligious 
conception one of three important fac- 
tors. The pioblero for this ago is to 
reconcile the three— man, God and 
tint uro. The question to consider is bow- 
religion is related to democracy aud 
modern progress. Tbe ideal to bo 
reached is a spiritual democracy, which 
is the highest type of theocracy. The 
church is not to be kept froe from tbe 
world, but made an integral portion of 
it. 

The need of tho presont age is to find 
tbe true relation ol liberty and privilege, 
right aud authority. This can bo found 
wDen the church loses its separate iden- 
tity aud makes itself the wbole of 
society. 

After the address in tbe eburoh a 
luncheon was served in Sturtevant Hall, 
preceding the annual meeting of the 
alumni, at which Rev. D. W. Hoyt of 
Worcester presided. Theso officers were 
elected : 

President, Rev. A. J. Gordon; vice- 
president, Rev. B. A. Green; secretary, 
Rev. C. R. Brown; treasurer, Rev. E. A. 
Capon. * r* 

Rev. F. W. Ryder of the class of ’7f> was 
chosen orator. 

Several addresses were given, Chairman 
Hoyt initiating the speeuhmaking. 1k* re- 
ferred to the grent loss sustained by the 
death of Prof. O. S. Stearns, and spoke of 
his large-hearted Christian character. He 
also made some allusions to his own stu- 
dent days nt the Institution, especially re- 
ferring to the genuineness of the religious 
life of the students and the manliness of 
the teachers. 

Rev. C. V. Hanson of Skowhegan, Me., 
the next speaker, spoke of the needs of the 
Institution. The Newton Theological Sem- 
inary, he said, required more money ami 
more students. In Newton the very best 
equipment should be found for theological 
training. More money is required to place 
the institution on broader lines that it may 
carry on a greater work. The alumni has 
pledged $300, and the president of the class 
of '03 authorizes me to state that S500 addi- 
tional will be paid within the year, repre- 
senting the contribution of the class of '93. 
In conclusion, the speaker said that tie 
hoped a vigorous effort would be made by 
the alutnni to help swell the fund for an 
endowment, assisting in everyway possible 
Rev. I)r. Adams labors in that direction. 

Remarks were made by Rev. J. K. Ewer 
of Concord, N. II., Rev. L. C. Barnes of 
Newton Centre, Rev. Frank Rector of 
Fitchburg, and President Alvah Hovey, D. 
D., of the institution.

The new library building, tn cost 
about $ 50 , 000 , will be pushed rapidly to- 
ward completion, and for that special 
edfice a portion of the necessary amount 
has been already raised.

Baptist church by Rev. George Dana 
Boaniman of Philadelphia. His topic was 
“The Kidgdoui of God.”

Tho Price of Bicycles. 

The price of bicycles has long been a 
question of debate between t'.e dealers 
or makers and the public, and tho 
Springfield Republican lias just been in- 
vestigating the condition of affairs in 
that city and finds the following: 

It lias been generally thought that the 
bicycto business has been one of fabu- 
lous profits, if conducted properly, and 
this idea is probably what lias induced 
so large a number of bicycle firms to 
start up all over r he country. No less 
than tweuty-flvo concerns are represented 
in this city alone by twelve different 
agencies, and the fact tbit all tho agents 
Rcem to be hurrying around for a $100 
wheel lookB as if overproduction was 
forcing down the price of the article. 
The question is, "Will tho price come 
tumbling down like that of the sewing- 
machine of old?” There are different 
opinions on the subject. 

In tho first place A. II. Overman, who 
is cortniuly in a position to be the great- 
est local export on tho matter, thinks it 
will not. This year will see no drop in 
prices in tho wheels made by his com- 
pany and none, bethinks, in those made 
by any other responsible concerns and it 
will be several years before any reduction 
cau be made. What keeps the prices up 
to $150 now, is the necessity for changes 
every year in mnehines, which call for 
very expensive changes in machinery. 
As soon as these improvements cease 
there will be a large reduction in prices, 
but it will be years before the lines of a 
bicycle are perfected and the changes in 
tho details of machines are very many. 
Tho manufacturers of the best wheel 
have always been brought into competi- 
tion with firms putting out a machine, 
which they claimed was high grade ana 
iu reality was nothing of the sort. Often 
firms were compelled to briug down 
prices because they could not sell their 
wheels and must in some way unload. 
Most of the wheels were worth but little 
iu tho first place, being made iu factories 
where there were no proper facilities for 
manufacture. Tho Victor wheel has 
uover been sold one cent under $150. 
Asa Windlc, the Pope manufacturing 
company’s old trainer saw the matter in 
the ernmo light. Every year saw groat 
improvements in the wheel and there 
seemed to be no immediate probability of 
the changes ceasing. That the whole 
matter was in an experimental stage was 
shown by the fact that every maker is 
putting out a wheel peculiar to himself. 
Only when the changes cease and the 
model becomes uniform can it be made 
cheaply, aud probably it will be made 
very cheaply at that time. 

George M. Hendoe, who was really the 
pioneer iu selliug the $100 wheel here 
this season, sees tho bicycle millenium 
nearer at band. This year has seeu a 
larger number of high grade wheels from 
$150 to prices varying from $100 to $125, 
a thing before unknown in the trade. 
Formerly cbeap wheels wore made cheap- 
ly, but the ones sold for $100 this year 
compare favorably with those sold at $150 
before, aud tho fact that agents are all 
looking for some wheel of the kiud. 
shows that the higher-priced wheels are 
becoming bard to sell under the com- 
petition. Their makers may stand the 
strain a season or two, because they 
have committed themselves to their posi- 
tion by advertising against cbeap wheels, 
but they will eventually have to give iu 
and follow the others. And when the 
price is once down it would be impossi- 
ble to raise it agaiu.

CLASSIFYING BOWLING CLUBS. 

LEAGUE MEN’ LOOK WITH FAVOR ON fill. 
FOLLETT’S PLAN. 

The managers of the amateur bowling 
league met at the Parker House, Boston, 
AVeduesday evening, and transacted some 
very important business. President 
Warren P. Hill was iu the chair. Votes 
of thauks were extended to the commit- 
tee of arrangements who had charge of 
the recent dinner, also to the retiring 
officer, W. W. Davis. 

Mr. W. J. Follett of tho Newton 
Club brought the classilicatiou scheme 
before the meeting. His scheme was 
based ou the supposition that 20 clubs 
belouged to the league. With that basis 
he would have a championship class of 
six clubs.a senior class of six clubs (eight 
ou the supposition of more than 20); a 
junior class of S on the basis of 20, IU if 
more than 20. If there were more than 
24 clubs in the league a uovice class 
would be formed. 

These clubs would be arranged lu their 
several classes according to their aver- 
ages each soasou. It is belitmd the 
scheme would arouse even greater en- 
thusiasm than before, and inspire clubs 
with more good natured rivalry. Small- 
er clubs would bo given a chance, and as 
their games improved their standing 
would bo rated higher. Prizes would be 
provided for the wiuuitig club of each 
class, ami these prizes would be of equal 
value. 

A copy of the classification scheme will 
tie mailed to every club iu the league, and 
an answer will bo requested before June 
11 as to the merits ot the idea. At the 
meeting Wednesday night representatives 
of 11 clubs were sure their clubs would 
favor the scheme, while three did not 
know what to say in regard to the mattur.

The meeting of the common council, 
Monday evening, was attended by all the 
members, Councilman Ross being de- 
tained until late in the evening, and 
President Weed presided. 

At 7.45 hearings were opened on taking 
land for sowers in various streets. No 
remonstrants appeared and the hearings 
were closed. 

Tapers from the board of aldermen 
were submitted and passed in concur- 
rence, the budget being unusually long. 
The only question raised was on the 
rder to pass to be enrolled a new ordi- 
nance relating to the board of health. 

The new ordinance in brief provides 
for a board of health to "consist of three 
members, appointed by the mayor and 
aldermen, all residents of the city of 
Newton and one at least a regular prac- 
ticing physician.” The other live sec- 
tions relate in detail what is required of 
the board in the disposition ot its ac- 
counts and giving it power "subject to 
the authority of the mayor” to execute 
and make contracts, etc. 

Councilman Degen wanted to know 
more about the contemplated chauge be- 
fore votiog. 

Councilman Staples asked if the ordi- 
nance had been dratted by the board of 
health. 

Councilman Green said it was drafted 
by the ordinance committee ami then 
submitted to the city solicitor and from 
his suggestions a second draft was pre 
pared. 

Councilman Staples thought thero was 
a good deal left out that ought to be in- 
cluded in the ordinance. No provisiou 
was made for representation from the 
city council, which he looked upon as a 
serious omission and did not believe it 
was in accord with the city charter. 
Another objection to the ordinance in its 
present form was the power giveu the 
mayor to appoint its members without 
interference from the city council. Then 
nothing was said as to the time members 
should hold office. He moved to table 
the order. Ho was a member of the 
board of heilth, but was perfectly will- 
ing to be relieved. 

Councilman Tolman asked Mr. Staples 
if, as a member of the board, it was 
necessary for him to be there. 

Councilman Staples reiterated his 
former statement, that the city council 
should have some representation. 

Councilman Green said the ordinance 
was almost identically the same as that 
in use by Fall River, Chicopee and a half 
dozen other cities iu Massachusetts. He 
moved an amendment that “No member 
of the city council should be eligible for 
appointment,” but Councilman Staples 
renewed his motion to table and it was 
so voted. 

The extra appropriation of $1900 for 
the board of health was next takeu up ou 
Councilman Bennett’s request. 

Conn oilman Staples said the increase in 
the gathering and disposal of garbage 
was the cause, and this year’s contract 
included the gathering of garbage and 
house offal at Nonantiim where uothing 
has before been done. The order passed. 

The $30<K) awarded to E.C. Dudley aud 
E. A. Shaw for land taken in widening 
Beacon street caused another discussion. 

Councilman Parker said the matter 
had not come before the highway com- 
mittee. 

Councilman Knapp explained the mat- 
ter, saying the land was taken under the 
betterment act, and the price asked the 
city for the laud was 35 cents per foot. 
The matter had lain until the time had 
nearly expired, but within a few days 
those patties had been visited, aud a 
compromise effected at about 20 cents a 
foot or $3000. passed. 

PetilioLs were received and referred, 
from Geo. E. Crawley for the laying out 
of Fountain street as* a public way ; John 
Greenwood, Jr., attorney, for sewer in 
Temple street : James P. Foster for fire 
alarm station, corner Chester aud Forest 
streets; Joseph Byers for coucrete walk 
on the east side of Lowell street across 
Foster plaje. 

Councilman Parker for the ordinance 
committee reported the highway ordi- 
nance well and timely enrolled aud 
moved its passage to be ordained. The 
report was accepted and the ordinance 
passed to be ordained. 

Councilman Knapp submitted a re- 
sdlve calling attention to the danger of 
the railroad crossing near Concord street 
which is insufficiently! guarded aud re- 
questing the mayor aud aldertueu to 
take such action as allowed by the 
statues to secure greater safety. Passed. 

Councilman Knapp of the highway 
committee reported giving certain peti- 
tioners leave to withdraw. Accepted. 

Councilman Degen wished to have the 
list read, which was dune by the clerk. 

Councilman Hatch moved to take from 
the table the order for purchasing the 
Clafiin land for the High school. 

Councilmau Knapp seconded the mo- 
tion aud stated farther that ho was 
heartily in favor of the passage of the 
order with an amendment, which was to 
be submitted, although he had opposed 
tee order heretofore.

TAKE AN INTEREST IN POLITICS. 

REPUBLICAN CLUB SENDS A LETTER TO 
EACH OF ITS MEMBERS. 

The following letter has been sent to 
all the members of the Republican Club 
of Massachusetts: 

"Dear Sir: The Republican Club of 
Massachusetts respectfully ami earnestly 
calls your attention, and the attention of 
all tho Republicans, to the necessity of 
personal interest in political affairs. 

"To give thought to matters of public 
concern and to attend his party caucuses 
arc among the first duties of every citi- 
zen. Therefore, in order that the nomi- 
nees of the Republican party may repre- 
sent, beyond all question, the intelligent 
thought of their party and bo tho well 
considered choice of the voters, we ask 
you to attend your party caucuses and to 
select as delegates to conventions your 
ablest and most respectod citizens. 

"If primaries and caucuses are largely 
attended— if a general aud widespread 
interest in public affairs is manifested— 
the delegates chosen to the conventions 
will deem it no slight honor thus to 
represent the people, and, with a deep 
seuae of their responsibility, w ill not only 
attend the conventions in persou, but 
will give careful cousideration to the 
duties of their trust, and will ueilher 
transfer their credentials nor carelessly 
pledge their support to tho first applicant 
for office. If this is done, then, in a 
state notable for the character and in- 
telligence of its people, it is certain that 
the nomiuees of the conventions will he 
men of ability, nieu of character, men of 
honor. Nominated iu this way, tho can- 
didates will go before the poopfe un- 
trammelled by persoual pledges, and 
under no obligation to political cliques. 
Thus nominated by the people, they will 
receive the support of the people, 

"This is the first practical step toward 
purity iu politics. The responsibility for 
tho character of their nominations rests 
with the people. They have it in their 
own hands to determine what aud who 
their standard bearers shall be. 

"It is too often the case that delegates 
to couyentious aie selected beforehand 
by town committees in the interest of 
certain candidates, or that men seek to 
be delegates iu order to transfer their 
credentials to frieuds for personal rea- 
sons, heedless of public sentiment, or 
that delegates to conventions, Mattered 
at being personally solicited, lightly 
promise their support to the first appli- 
cant without considering the qualifica- 
tions of all the candidates. Thus, 
through the carelessness or inattention 
of the voters themselves, unfit or un- 
popular nominations may be forced upon 
a party to its injury, if not always to its 
defeat. 

"The remedy is with the people. If 
they will attend their caucuses aud select 
their delegates for themselves, after 
manipulation will be impossible. More- 
over, the city aud town committees are 
chosen at the caucuses. These commit- 
tees are, as it were, tho fingers of the 
party otgauizatiou. If the fingers are 
helpless, the hand cannot do good work. 
These committees should never be tho 
resting places for useless political tim- 
ber, but should he the honorable instru- 
ments o^ houest political endeavor. 

"We, therefore, request you for the 
good of the party aud the ultimate 
triumph of its principles, to so consti- 
tute your local committees that they 
shall consist of your wisest advisors and 
your most active aud patriotic men. By 
taking part in your caucuses, and thus 
atteuding toiyour first duty as citizeus, 
you will also do much to insure the 
triumph of your principles and the elec- 
tion of your candidates at the polls, for 
there are many in this commonwealth 
who are at present but little bouud by 
party ties in scate affairs, aud who will 
vote ouly for candidates whom they kuow 
to be of high character aud without re- 
proach, aud who, haviug been nominat- 
ed by the people, are in touch with them 
aud have no promises to redeem to in- 
dividuals for political service.

THE NEWTON CEMETERY. 

ITS ATTRACTIVENESS INCREASED EVERY 
Y'RAR UNDER WISE MANAGEMENT. 

The Newton A* Boston electric cam 
havo made it easy for pooplo to visit tho 
Newton conietory, and certainly no more 
boautiful spot can bo found in tho vioinl- 
ty of Boston. Tho natural advantages 
have boon made the most of under tho 
wise management of the hoard of trus- 
tees, and tho superintendent, Mr. Homy 
Ross, and new beauties greot tho oyes of 
visitors every season. 

The warm weather has onabled tho 
cemotory officials to make their Rpring 
planting of foliage and flowering plauts 
before Memorial day, this year, ami a 
visit thero this weok found a large force 
of mon busily at work. The oomotory 
possesses one great advantage ovor most 
othoi'8, in having a never failing stream 
of water flowing through it, ami this has 
been utilized in tho making of a chain of 
mininture lakes, which greet tho eye soon 
after passing tho entrance gate, and fine 
driveways and rustic stone bridges on- 
able tho visitor to drive around them and 
admire the beauty of the banks, which 
are liued with overgroons and other 
shrubs, aquatic plants, and grass plots, 
and see the mimic water falls, dashing 
over their rocky bods, which connect tho 
upper aud lower lakes. Tho past year a 
new rustic stone bridge has been built on 
Fairview avenue, above tho upper lako, 
and it is the intention to build another 
avenue, windiug along tho brook, through 
tho wild land to the upper part of the 
cemetery. This is already wooded, and 
it will bo left as far as possiblo in its 
natural comiition. , 

Between two of the lakes a square has 
been arranged, filled with forest trees 
and shrubbery, which has been called 
Edmamls square, iu honor of the late J. 
Wiley Edmunds, who was one of the first 
to help the cemotory project, by a liberal 
subscription for lots, which his family 
atterwards gavo to the cemetery. 

A new feature this year is the setting 
out of a great number of perennial 
flowering plants, which will not have to 
be renewed every ybar, and which make 
fully as beautiful a display as tho 
annuals. Tho beds of tulips are now in 
lull flower aud present a gorgeous pic- 
ture with their brilliaut colors, aud tbo 
pansy beds are also very attractive. 

At the conservatory the special attrac- 
tion just uow aro tho orchids, some rare 
specimens being in full flower, aud are 
worth goiug a long distanco to see. The 
Fallow Memorial chapel is being repaint- 
ed inside, and the wood work outside, ami 
with oue side opening into the conserva- 
twry, it is a beautiful place for the hold- 
ing of burial services. 

A number of large monuments have 
been erected the past year, in memory of 
the late Charles Robinson, in memory of 
Geo. Hyde, another ou tho lot of E. B. 
Wilson, aud another ou the Colburn and 
Crafts lots, the latter being of very at- 
tractive design. 

The cemetery grounds are in their 
usual well kept condition, tho perpetual 
care fund seeming to be wisely expended. 
A large number of the graves are being 
set out with myrtle, for which a fee of 
$10 is charged, aud with a covering of 
leaves it has so far wiutored in good con- 
dition. 

The low land recently purchased ou 
the north side of the cemetery is now 
being ploughed up aud draiued, and will 
be set out to nursery stock, for which 
the rich soil is well fitted. 

The nurseries belonging to the ceme- 
tery are in fiuer condition this year than 
ever, and are well filled with the trees 
and shrubs desirable to decorate our 
streets and la wns. Some of the owners 
of new houses in Newton give Mr. Ross a 
geuoral order to supply them with every- 
thing ueedod to decorate their grounds, 
and when the owner is a busy man of busi- 
ness tlus is a very convenient method, 
aud owing to Mr Ross’s long experience 
it is always a satisfactory method. The 
sales of nursery stock make au import- 
ant part of the cemetery’s revenue-*, and 
it is always better to get trees and shrubs 
that are acclimated, than to order them 
from a distance. 

One of the larger greeuhousbs has been 
rebuilt the past year, and so many flow- 
ers are needed for tho cemetery that it 
was at first the intention this year not to 
sell any greenhouse plauts, but wlion au 
inventory was taken there were so many 
more plants than could be used, that the 
sign that had been painted was laid 
away for another year, and greenhouse 
plants will be sold the same as usual. 

Newton people have reason to feel 
proud of their cemetery, and while it is 
not as large as Ml. Auburn or Forest 
Hills, and has not the age of either, yet 
for natural beauty, for skilful landscape 
gardening, and for the careful manner in 
which every portion is looked after, it is 
not iuferior to either of those noted ceme- 
teries.

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LASELL’S GIRL SOLDIERS. 

ANNUAL PRIZE DRILL OF TIIE SCHOOL 
' BATTALION. 

One of tho interesting eveuts preceding 
the commencement exercises at Lasell 
Seminary is the annual prize drill of the 
Bchool battalion, mado up of charming 
girls who have become skilful in tho art 
of military tactics and movements. 

The battalion exercises this year took 
place Monday afternoou on the seminary 
grounds in Auburudale, aud were ^wit- 
nessed by a largo compauy of spectators 
and students, comprising an assembly of 
about 000 persona. 

The site selected for the marching 
movements an.l other events was a wide 
strip of lawn west of the seminary, pre- 
senting an almost unbroken surface, and 
apparently, designed by uature for the 
best efforts of tho pretty girl soldiers. 
At the east end of the building, on a 
gentle incline, a platform had been placed 
in position, and there the invited guests, 
including the officers ot the M. I. T., 
Malden and Newton high school batta- 
ions, sat and watched the various evolu- 
ions. The school military contingent 
of the sterner sex wero given the seats of 
honor and evidenced their appreciation 
of the distinction by tbe most friendly 
applause and encouragement. 

Beautiful decorations lent au added 
harm to tho surroundiugs. The com- 
pany colors— red, green and yellow— 
were grouped and fancifully festooned 
roiu every window on the west side of 
the school building, and, beside, there 
was a lavish display of ilags and bunting, 
festooned from the broad veranda, and 
draped from the tall shade trees skirting 
he strip of lawn utilized for the exor- 
cises. The residence of Prof. Bragdon, 
in tho background, was tastefully deco- 
rated, green being the predominant color, 
i u honor of company B. of which his 
daughter, Miss Bello Bragdon. is the 
communder. The “lookout,” the girls’ 
famous retreat during the hot months 
toward the cIobo of the school term, was 
gay with color, aud presented a very at- 
tractive appearance. At the main en- 
trance two arches were erected, stretch- 
ing across the gravel walks leading to 
the main buildirg. One of the arches 
was treated in green effects and the other 
in warmer red coloring 
The exercises commenced at 8 o’clock, 
and comprised, first, the company com- 
petitive drill, individual competitive 
drill, sword squad exercise, Actiug-Major 
Helen B. Medsker commanding, aud the 
dress parade. The compauy drill was 
the best since the introduction of tho de- 
partment of military training at the semi 
nary. In the individual competition, the 
work iu the manual was admirable, and 
elicited the most hearty aud deserved 
commendation. Prom the original 40 
the squad was gradually reduced uutil 
only 5 remained in line. These were 
Sergt. Fioreuce Ray, Sergt. Grace E. 
Loud, Sergt. Julia E. Hogg, Corp. 
Blanche 0. Howard and l’riv. Helen Hol- 
den. 

Thu first individual prize, silver medal- 
liou and pendant, the former inscribed 
with the monogram of the school, was 
awarded to Sergt. Florence A. Kay. 
Sergt. Grace E. Loud won thu second 
prize, a silver medal, and tho others of 
those above mentioned left in line at the 
close of the competitive individual drill 
received honorable mention 
The prize for the best company drill, 
the Lasell colors, a blue fluid with mono- 
gram in gold, was awarded to compauy 
A. 

One of the best features of the pro- 
gram was the sword exercises. The cuts 
and guards were very cleverly exeouteo. 
lu u\'.ard to the exercises as a whole, it 
may be said with truth that the girls uot 
only drilled well, but carried themselves 
with the ease of votoraus. They went 
through thu marching movements aud 
manual with precision aud accuracy, and 
made few uoticeublu blunders. 1’hey 
looked very charming iu their uuifonus 
with their woodeu guns. They wore 
blue serge skirts, ankle length, Norfolk 
jackets aud leather belts aud the regula- 


tion. A little way down tho roadway I 
perceived what appeared to bo a memo- 
rial monument of some kind, a natural 
curiosity induced mo to inspect it. to ray 
surprise 1 found that I had stumbled on 
tho historic spot whero the apostle Eliot 
first preached to the Indians in front of 
Waban’s Wigwam.

rick street and other roadways which 
continue to Commonwealth avenue, 
i Turning to tho right a parkway 135 
feet widei extends to the junction of 
Lake with South street in Boston. A 
connection is also shown with tho reser- 
voir’s driveways; a heavy black line ruu- 
i ning ninth between the lakes and through 
Kenrick and Foster streets is a proposed 
j lino for electric cars; it has been deter- 
mined to build this line in any event. 

! South street in Boston, by this plan, is 
1 to he 100 feet in width and will also con- 


nect with a boulevard through the reser- 
voir grounds with Jamaica Pond, the 
grades as shown at South and Lake 
streets, at tho ventilator, the monument 
and along tho route show- tho avenue to 
bo practicable; the broad avenue which 
leads to Waverley avenue near Ward 
street which is designed to connect New- 
ton Centre with this parkway is an easy 
slope. The other driveways oil the 
plan are suited to the topography of the 
land and propose the harmonious de- 
velopment of a superb natural situation. 

Facing towards Newtonville we pass 
through the estates of Kenrick and Wm. 
II. Biackett, taking a portiou from the 
lots which bound Sargent street we pass 
through and absorb Sargent and pass 
thiougb and absorb a section of Cabot 
street uutil wo pass the estate of Geo. C.

NEWTON SCHOOL HOARD. 


THE HIGH SCHOOL SESSION REMAINS UN- 
CHANGED THIS TERM— MISS LITTLE- 
FIELD RESIGNS — APPOINTMENTS. 

The meeting of tbe school board was 
held Wednesday evening, the mayor pre- 
siding. Messrs. Hollis, Ilornbrooke and 
Drew were absent. 

Ellon L. Bond and Sarah L. Dix were 
appointed teachers of sewing on full 
time at a salary of $480 per annum, and 
Sarah Ayles was appointed a sewing 
teacher on half time at $240. 

MISS LITTLEFIELD RETIRES. 

A communication was received from 
Miss Josephine W. Littlefield of the 
Underwood school tending her resigna- 
tion us a teacher. 

The following rosolvo was offered and 
passed after the acceptance of tho resig- 
nation. 

“Whereas Miss Josephine W. Little- 
field, for more than twenty years as 
a teacher in Underwood school, is about 
to sever her connection with the Newton 
sohool department, the secretary of the 
board is hereby instructed to express to 
Miss Littlefield tho thauks of the school 
committee for her long term of service, 
aud their hearty wishes for her ooutiuued 
health and prosperity.” 

The resolve was uuuuimously adopted. 

Superintendent Aldrich submitted his 
regular report iu which ho recom- 
mended establishing a kindergarten 
school ut the Williams school house, to 
be opeued next September, also recom- 
mending the passage of an order to 
establish a kindergarten at once iu the 
old Clafliu school house, Newtonville. 

Mr. Hale presented the report of the 
committee to whom was referred the 
matter of lengthening the High school 
session. Tho report recommended a ses- 
sion of five hours with a recess uot to 
exceed thirty minutes. 

Mr. Bon 1 reported recommeuding that 
$l,2Hd be allowed for janitor's services ut 
the High school. 

Thu text book committee’s repoit re 
commeuded that commencing in Sept., 
the study of Latin be introduced iu thu 
grammar grades. 

These renorts were accepted. 

Mr. Wurd asked if any difficulty would 


bo in securing competent Latin teachers 
in tho grammar grades. 

Superintendent Aldrich said a first 
and second choice would bo made iu 
each school to touch Latin pupils. One 
teacher would havo the Latin class, but 
a second choice was made to carry on 
tho work in case of her absence or resig- 
nation. The intention is to have one Latin 
class in each school. This study would 
remain optional with the pupil, but 
would bo considered advisable for all in- 
tending to take the High school course. 
This was allowing them to take their 
choice in this study rather thau later. 

An order was passed appropriating 
$12,110.33 for expenses of the current 
mouth. 

Mr. Ward made an enquiry about two 
boys at the truant school for whoso ex 
pense bo had approved a bill of $05, 
about $4 a week. He wished to know if 
it was advisable to keep these boys there 
at such expense to the city, aud was ex- 
tremely sorry to learn that such disci- 
pline was found necessary. 

Superintendent Aldrich thought a 
careful investigation would show the 
money was well spent. The boys in- 
stanced wero fast going to tho bad wheu 
placed there and the discipline aud in- 
fluence for good was making now boys 
out of them. He thought no money 
spent by tho city did as much good as 
that spent on these boys. There has 
been very little truancy within the past 
sixteen months aud he knew of no city of 
25,1X10 inhabitants so free from this evil. 

Orders were passed authorizing the 
head master to employ clerical assistance 
at au expense not exceeding $0 per week; 


authorizing tho ward committees aud 
superintendent to establish kindergar- 
tens at the Williams school house in 
September, and the old Clatlin school 
house at once. 

Mr. Bond called up the High school 
matter. 

Ho moved an amendment that the 
High school session be changed from five 
hours and twenty minute recess to five 
hours and thirty minute recess, and to 
suspend the action upon it until tho next 
meeting of the board. In explanation 
ho said the committee did not intend to 
put the change iu force this session. 

. Tho motion passed. 

Orders were passed to close the High 
school on Tuesday, June 27, and the 
grammar schools on Friday, June 29, 
authorizing tho Ward Five committee 
and tho committee on school houses to 
atteud to tho erection of the new school 
house at tho Highlands, appropriating 
$100 for tho June drill of tho High school 
battalion. 

Truant officers were appointed as fol- 
lows to serve at fifty cents per hour: 
James H. Hoyt, W. J. Fiske, John W. 
Howe, Geo. Liuu, Chas. Tapley. Ad- 
j mrned.

Boston-Newton-Wnltlinm Boulevard. 

To tbo Editor of the Qinj biu. 

A few yenrs ngo a gentleman who re- 
sides in Newtonville requested mo to 
look through Newton with a view to a 
possible railroad connected with Boston, 
and directed me to take tho Oak Square 
car, where at Lako and Kenrick streets I 
would strike Ihe Garden City at its most 
central point. \ 

So ono brigh^morning in June I found 
myself leisurely walking up Keurick 
street eujoying the hope inspiring atmo- 
sphere, not particularly interested in my 
surroundings until I reached a point op- 
posite Magnolia avenue. 

Then as the valley with its lakes nest- 
ling at the foot of this amphitheatre of 
hills opened on my vision, I became im- 
pressed with the rare beauty of the situa- 
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THE REPUBLICAN CLUB. 

The letter which President Simpkins j 
has scut to members of the Republican , 
Club, aud which is repriuted uti another J 
page, deserves a careful reading, aud the i 
advice give a would pay noth Republicans 
aud Democrats to follow. 

To have the nominees of a patty 
represeut the intelligent thought of their 
party is a necessity if the party hopes to 
enjoy a permanent prosperity, and it 
•would be oven better if a step iu ad- 
vance of this were takeu and those men 
nominated who represent the intelligent 
thought of the people. 

President Simpkins points out the way 
to do this, which is to have the people 
so interested iu public affairs that they 
will attend the caucuses in large num- 
bers, to see that only fit men aro chosen 
as delegates to conventions, uot the men 
who go about asking for the honor, but 
ineu who will give careful consideration 
to their trust aud not transfer their 
credentials or carelessly pledge their 
support to the first applicant. 

This advice applies to Newton as well 
as other places, for it is the usual thing 
here to have the caucuses attended by 
only half a dozen men who have some 
friend they wish chosen as a delegate, 
and the great majority of voters do not 
take enough interest in the caucuses to 
t ike the trouble to atteud. This is not 
c •nfined to Newton, but it is the general 
practice, as President Simpkins implies, 
aud uo practical step toward purity in 
politics cau be taken until the voters fed 
more interest iu the trust confided to 
them, and endeavor to discharge it con- 
scientiously. 

Ttie result of this indifference has 
been seen in recent elections and the 
danger to any party that hopes for suc- 
cess lies iu the fact that there are so 
many voters who have come to disregard 
all party ties, aud vote for those “whom 
they know to be of high character and 
without reproach, aud who, having been 
nominated by the people, are iu touch 
with them aud have no promises to 
redeem to individuals for political ser- 
vice ” If the Republican Club enters 
into tlie next campaign on the liues 
indicated iu this letter it will deserve to 
succeed. 


LET EVERY ONE HELP. 

The highway department have taken , 
hold in earnest of the matter of freeing 
tne trees in the streets from teut cater 
pillars and their nests, and have done a 
large amount of work already this sea- | 
sou. The wild cherry tree on the couu 
try roads have beeu grubbed tip, tin* 
apple trees carefully gone over, and our 
streets will piooably be nearly free this ; 
season from the ravages of this pest. 

Every resident who has au apple or 
other tree liable to he infested should 1 
feel it a patriotic duty to join iu the good ; 
work, and see if Newton cannot be freed 
from the caterpillars, this season. The 
boys, inspired by tlv’ generous prizes 
offered by the Newton Horticultural 
society, have gathered so many thou- 
h aids of eggs that there ought uot to he 
a great number left. 

The work of destroying the worms is 
Very simple. They will be found at ; 
home either early in the moruiug, or in , 
t ie evening, or ou cloudy days, when 
rain is threatened, us they do not like to 
get their iiue clothes dampened by ram 
or dew, aud at such limes they cau be dt- 
■ toyed by a campaign torch, which wil 
serve a useful purp >se iu this case, or a 
rough torch cau be easily made, by wiriu. 
Home cotton t 1 a long pole aud natural 
iug it with kerosene. The work only 
t ikes a glioit time, at d two or three 
illuminations generally do the business. 
Now is the time to make the effort to 
destroy them, as a few weeks later they 
will have left their nests permanently 
aud sc atter about the lawn or ouildiugs 
in search of a place to spin their cocoons. 
If the pests cau be kept down for a year 
or two, there will probably bo little 
trouble from them io the future. Last 
year they bad become so numerous that 
they snipped the apple trees iu many 
places entirely of their leaves, aud iu 
some cases the trees were killed while 
the fruit was neatly destroyed. This 
y< ur promises to be a good fruit year if 
the insect pests do not destroy the crop. 


Tiik Highway Committee are taking 
hold of the Newton Boulevard project iu 
earuesl aud have gone over the plans, 
aud made such alteiatious as they 
deemed for the best interests of the city, 
and next week they will hold a confer- 


ence with the parties interested, and if 
they consent to the changes, as they prob- 
ably will, an order for the seizing of the ! 
land and a public hearing will be pre- 
sente I at the next Inci ting of the alder- 
men, on June 5th. The project is of so 
much importance to the future growth 
of the city that it is vory encouraging to 
hear that there is a prospect of its going 
through tlie council, and the boulevard 
becoming an accomplished fact. It will 
bo c,f oven greater benefit to the 
city titan to the landowners who 
are directly interested. If Newton 
is to get its share of t lie prosperity 
that lots visited Brookline it must 
do something to Attract residents who 
desire broad avenues and handsome resi- 
dences. ami there is no part of the city 
bet let adapted for building sites for ele- 
gant houses than the route followed by 
this boulevard.

Oue 
was the highway ordinance, coutaiuiug 
the much talked of sidewalk provision, 
requiring abuttors iu Wards Ouo and 
Seven to keep their sidewalks clear of 
ice aud snow, and the other was the order 
for the purchase of the Claflin land for 
an addition to tho High school lot. The 
latter was amended by adding the con- 
dition attending the purobase, that Mr. 
Clatlin build ou the further line of the 
iota forty foot street at his own expense, 
which will be a still further protection 
for the High School buildiug, and which 
it is said Mr. Clafiiu inteuded to build iu 
any eveut. 


A CORRESPONDENT sends us a descrip- 
tion of a proposed boulevard conuecting 
Boston, Newtou and Waltham, aud the 
article together with a diagram illustrat- 
ing its important features will be found 
on the third page. Another diagram 
illustrating a boulevard connecting New- 
ton Centre with Brookline, Roxbury and 
Jamaica Plain, is promised in a future 
issue. All these plans are of value as 
showing the great possibilities which ex- 
ist in the future devi lopment of Newtou.

Chinese Ten. 

Philip S. Watkins of a London ton firm 
is making a business tour of tho world 
nttd at present is in this city. His firm 
is one of tlie oldest a. richest tea firms 
in thr world's metropolis, tho bond of it 
for many years having boon tho million* 
niro Baronet Sir Richard Pock. Mr. 
Watkins is an old and trusted member 
of the house and has been selected for 
many years to conduct negotiations with 
the principal Chinese and Indian tea 
growers who control the markets of Cnu- 
ton and Calcutta. 

"It is our rule,” explained Mr. Wat- 
kins, "to visit the best plantations and 
arrange for the purchase of the now sea- 
son’s crop while it is yet growing. It 
takes considerable experience to bo ablo 
to judge of tho probable quality of n 
crop during its early stages, as tlio tea 
plant is subject to so many vicissitudes 
before picking. If the crop does not 
come up to expectations, we nr© often 
losers, but tho usual practice is to bar- 
gain for the first offer, for which privi- 
lege of course we pay a premium. Tho 
China ten, however, does not rule tho 
market ns it did before India and Coylon 
discovered tho fact that they could grow 
several kinds as well as their Colestinl 
neighbors. 

"All tho best sorts, however, are still 
grown in China. Gunpowder, Hyson 
and all tlie high class green teas can be 
produced nowhere else. Tho very high- 
est quality of the first named seldom 
leaves the land of its growth, tho Chi- 
nese connoisseurs forming a ring which 
keeps it for the homo market.” — Sar 
Francisco Chronicle. 


Tlio ltlarU Jack Inn. 

A few days ago tho ancient “hostel- 
rie” familiar to readers of Dickens as the 
"Black Jack.” in Portsmouth street, 
Clare Market, closed its doors forever, as 
tho entire block of buildings surround- 
ing it is about to bo demolished. Tho 
“Black Jack” is the house to which Sam 
Weller escorted his master when that 
gentleman was in search of Lowton, Mr. 
Perker’s clerk, on which occasion Mr. 
Pickwick heard the story of tho “Queer 
Client,” related by tlie mysterious law- 
yer's clerk. 

The "Black Jack” has for many years 
been a veritable mecca to the medical 
students who have successfully braved 
the terrors of the examination room, for 
it was customary for them to adjourn to 
its hospitable bar and duly inscribe the 
tho names of the fortunate medicos in a 
register kept in the house for that spe- 
cial purpose. Among the signatures to 
be seen are those of James Paget and 
Andrew Clarke, together with many 
others who have since attained celebrity. 

The death of tho “Black Jack" adds 
oue more to the ghostly taverns which 
have abounded in the immediate* vicin- 
ity.

Dunning liy Postal Card. 

There is a very getter al impression 
nmang merchants and others who aro 
particularly interested in tho subject 
that it is a criminal offense under United 
States laws to mail a dunning letter 
written on a postal card. A person in 
this neighborhood wrote to the first as- 
sistant postmaster general, asking for in- 
formation. and received a reply giving 
the decision of Judge Thayer, Dec. 14, 
lbbi), on the wording of a postal card 
that was mailable and one that was not. 
Tho mailable one read: "Please call and 
settle account, which is long past due, 
and for which our collector has called 
several times, and oblige.” Tho un- 
mailable one reads: "You owe me $1.60. 
We have cabled several times for same. 
If not paid at once, we slu 11 plaee with 
our law agency for colled ion.” 

The last sen ence.it i*. stated, ruled 
out this comun.iiicution. Postal cards 
are not mailable if they cot tain language 
of "a threatening character,” tmd it is a 
very serious threat to the average man 
to tell him that you are going to sue him. 
There is no law. however, to prevent you 
from putting an X ou your card to let 
your debtor understand that you uro 
really cross with him. — Ithaca Journal.

Tho possible variations in the first 
four moves of these number 864,000. 
Performances such as these leave on tho 
mind the oppressive and somewhat hu- 
miliating impression of infinity. It is too 
much of u good thing. One can scarcely 
imagine how a brain called on to steer 
through such vast and barren complexi- 
ties can have any faculties in reserve for 
useful ratiocination. — Blackwood’s Mag- 
azine.

overlapped ami piled up against tho 
doomed structure. 

To pray ill such a crisis was a most j 
natural thing to do, and pray ho did, i 
long and fervently, and ho feels assured | 
that his prayers were answered, for it 
was not very long before ho descried in j 
the distance the smoke of a steamer bat- 
tling with the ice. Slowly sho proceeded 
along until, getting nbv»ast of tho sta- 
tion, she was stopped <Py the thick ice. 
Although t he steamer was some half mile 
out toward the ship channel, tho nervy 
keeper determined to abandon tho station 
to its impending fate and mako tho effort 
to reach her. Getting upon tho untried 
ice he proceeded toward her, waving liis 
hat to attract tho attention of those on 
board. When within hailing distance, 
ho cried out lustily to the officer in com- 
mand. and was told to coino aboard, 
which ho did in safety. On leaving tho 
steamer higher up tho bay for the shoro 
he broke through tho ico in eight feet of 
water and came near being drowned. —

A Suit Lake In Africa. 

The French government has just sold 
to Mr. Cliefneux the right to refine and 
export salt from Lake Assal, ono of the 
most remarkable shoots of water in tho 
world. The lake is in tho district of 
Oboek, East Africa, only a few miles 
from the head of the bay of Tadjoorah 
The gentleman who has purchased tho 
concession agrees to pay into the colonial 
office the sum of $10,000 a year, and if, 
during the 60 years that ho is to have 
tho exclusive right to export salt from 
Lake Assal, the annual product exceeds 
50,000 tons ho is to pay a tax of 20 cents 
for every ton in excess. The government 
will designate a part of tho lake where 
the natives may secure all the salt they 
want without tax or hindrance. All 
along the edge of this little lake, which 
comprises only 10 square miles, is a bed 
of nearly pure salt about a foot in thick- 
ness. 

The waiter of tho lake is so surcharged 
with salt that it is impossible to sink in 
it. Tho bottom is apparently a bed-of 
solid salt. Tho heavy w’aters lave the 
bases of jagged and precipitous moun- 
tains which descend to the edge of tho 
lake, making it almost impossible to 
travel around it. Mr. Cliefneux will 
probably carry on his work by floating 
machinery on tho lake and dredging in 
the salt bed at its bottom, though on tho 
| west side of the lake an enormous quan- 
' tity of salt is in sight when the lake is at 
its lowest level.— New York Sun. 


An English Note on Phillips Brooks. 

Those in England who were accus- 
tomed to look forward to Phillips Brooks’ 
too rare appearance in London pulpits 
as to a sort of golden opportunity for 
new thought and fresh inspiration will 
sympathize deeply with American Chris- 
tians who have suffered this great be- 
reavement. They will forget the foolish 
and undignified controversy which was 
associated with his name when the Cow- 
ley Fathers, in alarm at what they 
thought to be latitmlinarianism, with- 
drew one of their own number from fel- 
lowship with him. And they will remem- 
ber only the strength, purity and noble- 
ness of his teaching, his scholarly and 
chastened eloquence, his deep insight 
into character, and his extraordinary 
power of lifting up every subject he dis- 
cussed into a higher region than that of 
theological discussion — the region in 
which conscience and the voice of God 
are clearly audible, in which the smull 
interests of life seem smaller and tho 
gr< at ones greater, because both are seen 
in tho light of dearly bought spiritual 
exj erience, of profound faith and of 
boundless hope. — London Spectator.

A Rockville man ubout nine months 
ago received a letter from his brother, 
employed on a steamship running out of 
Bombay, India, asking him to send a 
United States $5 gold piece, which ho 
w anted to wear as a w’atcli charm. He 
obtained the coin, inclosed it between 
two pieces of heavy cardboard, put it in a 
letter and registered it. The letter 
started on its way, and Friday it re- 
turned to tho Rockville office. Tho en- 
velope presented a remarkable appear- 
ance and is a great curiosity, having 
traveled over 50,000 miles. The letter 
went to tho dead lotter office atjliombay, 
and the coin had disappeared, having 
probably worn its way out of tho letter.

“If the Home Market Club, aud protec- 
tiouists generally, draw inspiration from 
defeat, how much greater inspiration 
must tho tariff reformers draw from un- 
qualified success. With a President and 
Congress belonging to a party whoso 
campaign cry was uncompromising tariff 
reform, the outlook is more than favor- 
able, aud tho members of tho Now Eng- 
land Tariff Reform League have every 
reason to be proud of the work accom- 
plished thus far.’’

“Uncle Sam’s Housekeeping.” 

The following very bright response to 
the above toast was glvon by Eloiso A 
Soars, M. D., at. a supper of the W. S. of 
WAltham, and as tho lioarers considered 
it too good to he lost, some of those 
present from Newton linvo secured it for 
publication in the Graphic: 

Did yon over see a man try to keep 
house alone? Perhaps some of the gen- 
tlomon before mo have experimented in 
this lino. If tho good wife when she 
goos away loaves plenty of food in the 
pantry; if the dishes hold out on their 
journey from the table to tho sink; if she 
takes all tho children with tier, and 
relatives and frionds make no visits dur- 
ing his solitary reign, he gets along after 
a fashion, always provided she doesn’t 
stay too long. 

Now I think Uuclo Sam is tho only 
examplo wo can call to mind, who has 
tried this melancholy method of house 
kcoping for so long a time, and tho poor 
old m*n is making wretched work of it. 
He has this vast establishment of forty- 
throe com part men Is, many of them of 
immense dimensions, with his eastern 
windows looking out on the Atlantic, and 
the sparkle and dance of the sunlight as 
it is reflected from the broad Pacific 
lighting up tbo western windows; it re- 
quires a groat deal of time to keep every- 
thing running smoothly. Ho has many 
sons and daughters of his owu, and al- 
though he has often been remonstrated 
with, lie is continually adopting more. 
He does not seem to have the heart to 
turn away any ol thorn when they come 
knocking at his door, asking permission 
to enter, i. e. only occasionally. If they 
wear their hair braided down their 
hacks, and their shoes turn up at tho 
toes, ho tells them they had better run 
home, and ho is even now thinking of 
sending them hack at his own expense. 
Nevertheless it his wont to take in all, 
from the highest to the lowest, if they 
have any suggestion in their appearance 
of belonging to the human family. And 
does not this very largo family of boys 
and girls. help tho old gentleman in his 
domestic affairs? If not, why uot? Well, 
holias some very peculiar notions. He 
allows the boys to take hold and help. 
Sou Grover seems to he quite a favorite 
just now, and Daniel and John and Hoke 
and Hilary and Nilson, but, he says, ho 
thinks too much of hi* daughters to 
allow them to do anything; he is afraid 
tho girls will bo contaminated if they 
work with the.boys. True they have al- 
ways lived together, have been sent to 
school and church together, and are on 
pi olty gopd terms with each other, but 
they mustn’t work together, in the 
general household. 

The girls have often wondered, if, when 
the boys work, they aro obliged to go 
through some process which changes 
them into wild beasts, and they become 
dangerous. Daughters Lucy and Susan 
B, aud Elizabeth C, and a host of others 
who now lie under the sod, have impor- 
tuned Uncle Sam for more than forty 
years to let them help, as they see so 
many ways in which tUoy con Id bo o 
immense service, but he, for as many 
years, has given them “leave to with- 
draw” from his presence, and lie aud the 
boys (.o smuggling on alone, a lot of men 
trying to keep house aloue. The old 
paternal head is shaken when tho girls 
ask for the privilege of helpiug alone, 
and lie says, no, uo, it will never do, you 
will be uusoxod. Women trying to keep 
house, what folly, and if I let these my 
own daughters help me, whom 1 hove 
reared so carefully — there aro my 
adopted daughters, who must he 
allowed the same privilege; and although 
I have placed my adopted sous on the 
same footing with my own sons, here in 
my household, I am afraid of tho girls. 
No I no! no letting down the bars. Of 
course it takes a great deal of money’ to 
carry on an establishment like Uocle 
Sam’s, and ho is obliged to call upon 
both sous aud daughters to contribute to 
the family fund, aud I have beard that 
there lias been some discontent among 
the girls on this accouut. I have even 
heard it whispered that this way of 
requiring them to help support the 
family, whilo they have uo voice in its 
management, is unjust aud tyrranical. 
The blood of their ancestors of the 
Revolution, sometimes rises in revolt 
when they remember that they sacrificed 
their lives for the principle that “Taxa- 
tion without representation is Tyranny,’' 
and they sometimes feel that this in- 
equality in the family management is 
unworthy of the Father of such a family. 

Quite often the old gentleman lias a 
good deal of company to entertain. This 
summer in particular he is expecting a 
small army of visitors, so ho has asked 
Bertha P. and a fow of the girls to help 
entertain a little. Their response has 
been so gracious aud they have heeu so 
generous in their preparations, and have 
managed so admirably, and sbowii such 
«k ill and such wo dortul tact and ability 
tiiat tho old man may get his eyes open, 
aud discover what he lias missed all 
these years in not letting the girls take a 
hand at helpiug iu other matters, some 
of which have gotten into such a tangle. 

There is a legend that Uncle .Sam once 
had a sweet heart, but lie thought her 
too lovely to he a helpmeet, so he made 
her into a goddess. that ho might worship 
her, and ho sends her picturo out each year 
to tho inhabitants of his realm as a memo- 
rial, I suppose, of this one divine thought 
that once passed through his mind. Take 
up a quarter or half dollar and you will 
see the fair lady in (lowing robes, with 
lior shield beside her, hearing tho one 
word “Liberty,” hut that word is only 
put there for effect, it doesn’t moan any- 
thing. Tilings are not always what they 
seem. There is getting to* he a tooling 
among many people, and it is rapidly in- 
creasing und intensifying, that Undo 
Sam’s housekeeping isn’t all that it 
should ho. Many think the fominino 
element which is always instructive and 
economical, has been left out of his do- 
mestic arruiigemeiits, greatly to the de- 
triment of this family, und that he needs 
the womau’s heart and brain to help in 
this great undertaking, und that when he 
secures these ho will have a home, over 
tho gateway of which he can write “Re- 
public,” and “Liberty” will ho a reality, 
thou outi all liis children both sons and 
daughters honestly join in siugiug “My 
Country ’ tis of Thee, Sweet land of 
' iberty.” 

Thou can the guiltless look upon the

Tho aotiou of tho Newton Centre Im- 
provement Association last your and that 
of the Newton Horticultural Society this 
year and last year in connection with the 
first named Society bus bad an effect iu 
different p u ts of the State, particularly 
iu F)ssex and Middlesex counties. 

The secretary of tiie Horticultural 
Society has received a letter from the 
Beverly Improvement Society saying, 
“As it was to the work of y.jur society 
and that of the Newton ('outre Improve- 
ment Society that we owe our inspiration 
for tent caterpillar work it seems most 
fitting that we send y >u a little report of 
what we have done this year. We have 
collected 220.344 belts by 80 persons with 
the laigest individual collection of 20 ,* 
840 belts. And we have also writteu to 
every similar society iu Essex County 


trying to send on the inspiration received 
from you. Topafleld, North Andover, 
Wenham and Mauclieater hnve worked 
also. 

The Newton soeioty hns received many 
enquiries concerning its work from inter- 
ested persons living in llingh »m, (hint. >n, 
Bedford and Watertown, nnd its circulars 
have t'Oen sent to many other places.
